The Burbank Potatoe Quadrupled World Production in One Year. Luther Burbank never needed a lot of space. In his lifeti 
ducted over one hundred thousand series of experiments and changed the world on less than three acres of land. 


DENNIS ROBERT HOAGLAND, 1888-1949, was the inventor of the “four salt Hoagland solution” from which all HYDRO-

B. Maximum SIZE and WEIGHT before death of (a) root, (b) shoot, (c) fruit—known as the “root to shoot to fruit ratio" 
was the absolute goal.

C. Plant “lush feeding” of excess nutrients meant nothing. WE NOW KNOW plant “lush feeding” kills the plant. The basis of the hydroponic method is 
that a fresh nutrient supply be pumped in while the used nutrient supply drains out. This allows the plant to absorb excess amounts of calcium. If allowed, 
the plant will absorb 10 times what It requires of calcium to the exclusion of other more beneficial nutrients like N, P, K, Mg, Na, Cl, etc. Too much calcium 
and the plant gets GARDENING OF THE ARTERIES and dies after one seasonal growth period. 

D. An aquaeous (water) based system without a “buffer” (soil having a cation exchange capacity, C.E.C.) was best. WE NOW KNOW an aquacous (water) 
based nutrient, solution surrounding the root system without a “buffer” to protect the roots creates a “water root” thick, fleshy root that has layered it- 
self with “fat” to protect itself.

The CATION EXCHANGE CAPACITY of ' soil medium is the ability of that medium to ABSORB AND RELEASE a nutrient solu 
tion, “The cation exchange capacity of the sll medium protects the foot system and allows it to produce thousands moze foot structures, producing thou- 
sands more square inches of root surface area. The greater the root surface area, the more efficient the nutrient up take for faster frowth. 

The early 1900s did not have the advanced technology of 1986. Equipment for testing nutrient solutions and plant tissue such as the gasliquid chrom- 
otographie assay (GLC), Thin-Layer chromotographic assay (TLC) and sophisticated atomic absorption equipment were not available. 

With the aid of the computer since 1951, the medical profession by comparison has advanced in the last 30 years more than in the preceding 2,000 years. 
If Dennis Robert Hoagland had access to 1986 technology in 1920, he never would have designed the hydroponic system.

magine how you would feel if a few 
armed men knocked on your door, served 
you witha search warrant, ransacked your 
home, placed you under arrest, read you your 
rights, handcuffed you, shoved you in the back 
of a squad car with all of your neighbors 
watching, took you downtown, took a mug 
shot, took your fingerprints, let you make a 
phone call, strip-searched you and explored 
your various body cavities, and then threw 
you in a damp prison cell with bright white 
light and dingy green walls and left you there 
for the night, or longer, to contemplate 
whether or not growing a plant in your closet 
was worth all this special treatment. 
fyousmoke, possess, or grow marijuana in 
your home this may happen to you. It happens 
more often than you think. Over 400,000 
people are arrested every year for marijuana 
related offenses, and that’s just to get your at- 
tention. 

The leaders of our great country believe 
that marijuana is so dangerous that you should 
{0 to jail if you use it. The threat of imprison- 
ment is meant to make you think twice be- 
fore you smoke that next bong hit; however, 
in practice it simply makes you a bit more dis- 
creet. Most marijuana smokers think that 
they won't be the one who gets arrested, and 
if they go by the odds they might be right. 

But what about the ones who do get ar- 
rested? What about the citizens a judge de- 
ides to make an example of ? He or she may 
g0 to jail for a few days, or a few weeks, or a 
few months, or in some cases even for afew 
years—in jait—for using marijuana and selling 
it. The people who go to jail for marijuana of- 


fenses are victims twice over. They are vic- 
timized by an unjust law and an uncaring court 
system that makes moral dissent a crime. But 
they are also victimized by their uncaring 
peers (that’s us), who could have prevented 
‘the perpetuation of these unjust laws but 
chose not to. 

Quite frankly, we ought to be ashamed of 
ourselves, ashamed every time someone else 
goes to jail for our crime, the crime of not 
standing up for our rights. In Texas a man was 
sent to prison for 70 years for selling less than 
a quarter-ounce ‘of marijuana. A woman in 
‘Ohio was sent to the county jail for 60 days 
for mere possession of two-tenths of a gram 
of marijuana. lt was her first offense, but she 
still had to serve the time. They were both 
sent to jail to send both you and me a mes- 
sage—as long as we choose to break the laws 
about marijuana use without changing 
them, our friends will be put in jail. 

‘When | got involved in this issue | was very 
naive. | thought it would be fun to be part ofa 
righteous cause, and that being right meant 
that we were also going to be successful. | 
thought it would be fun to be self-righteous 
and to taunt the establishment for being so 
hypocritical about drug use. | thought it 
would be neat to cast myself as a marijuana 
crusader and that my ego would eat up all the 
attention | would get by doing something 
“cool” I thought it would be fun to talk about 
‘marijuana all the time. And itis. But the more 
| got involved, the more | found out that the 
fun doesn’t at all make up for the pain. 

| found that underneath our self-serving 
rhetoric about being involved ina good cause 


is one undeniable fact that | can’t escape 
from—every day | talk to someone whose life 
is being ruined by laws | should have worked 
to change a decade ago. Ten years ago | was 
selling bongs and rolling papers. | thought le- 
galization was inevitable, and that it was time 
to enjoy our outlaw status while it lasted. 
Now, every day | get a letter from someone 
who is inail on a marijuana charge, or a phone 
call from someone who has just been arrested 
and doesn’t know what to do, or a call froma 
man or a woman whose job is on the line on 
account of a urinalysis test. 

So let's forget the rhetoric, forget about 
self-justification, forget about the abuse of 
power, or morality, or national security 
states, or drug paraphernalia. | wrote a few 
months ago that talk is cheap and that moral- 
ity is measured by action. We are all adept at 
sounding righteous, let’s see how adept we 
are at not only keeping people out of jail but 
helping those who are already there. 

The public’s general ignorance about the 
casualties of their War on Drugs is especially 
ironic when you consider that the common 
‘excuse for prohibition is to send a message of 
disapproval about marijuana use by locking up 
a few random offenders. Why, then, don’t we 
hear more about these prisoners? 

Because most people, ourselves included, 
are too embarrassed to admit that yes, we 
still jail people for marijuana use. 

During the'70 s NORML kept focused on 
that sad, tragic fact, and the guilty public re- 
sponded by reforming the law. The people 
who opposed decriminalization, and who

any residents of this liberal outpost tucked deep in 
the Lone Star State have expressed disapproval over the in- 
reasing instances of mandatory drug testing, but none have 
aired their outrage in such a flamboyant manner as has young Jeff 
Nightbyrd, who calls himself the country’s first “urine entrepreneur.” 
He initially garnered national media notoriety last fall when he was 
marketing “unadulterated and drug-free urine for research purposes 
only,” packaged in plastic bags containing tubes through which it could 
be poured. When the New York Times ran the Associated Press story 
last November, they reported indignantly that Texas Health Commis- 
sioner Dr. Robert Bernstein couldn’t find any law that could close 
down Byrd Labs of Austin, nor would customers who bought urine 
and palmed it off to their bosses as their own be guilty of any legal 
infraction.

Byrd Laboratories therefore made a 
splash, the implications of which were ap- 
plauded by Texas Civil Liberties Union Di- 
rector Gara LaMarche.

People were still hav- 
ing their privacy invaded—so much for the 
Fourth Amendment's protection against un- 
reasonable search and seizure. ... Workers 
were still losing their jobs, and all because of 
a drug test that has been cited as giving false 
positive results up to 30 percent of the time. 
One night Nightbyrd decided to call the 
White House to express his outrage. The 
White House operator answered and Night 
byrd said he'd like to leave a message for 
the President. Then he held out the re- 
ceiver and 600 people at the Ritz Theatre in 
Austin yelled in unison, “WE WON'T DROP 
OUR ZIPPER FOR THE GIPPER!”

Coke King CARLOS 
LEHDER RIVAS in Jai

| his is the guy who moved all the co- 
caine into the States over the last ten 
years?” an ex-narcotraficante taverneer here 
asked with incredulous amusement when the ar- 
raignment of Carlos Lehder was described to him 
by areporter. “Jesus, I wouldn’t hire that ding-a- 
ling to tend bar in a tourist trap. He obviously nips 


the stock!” 

The arraignment of Carlos 
Lehder Rivas, 37 years old, 
the much-dreaded billionaire 
narcotraficante and neo-Nazi 
of Medellin, Colombia, was 
prime American farce mate- 
rial. While grimly vigilant fed- 
eral agents in bulletproof 
vests, bristling with pump-ac- 
tion shotguns and Israeli Uzis, 
guarded the main courthouse 
door of Tampa’s Federal Dis- 
trict Court, four federal mar- 
shals inside rather casually 
ushered the legendary dope 
baron into magistrate Eliza- 
beth Jenkins’ courtroom, un- 
handcuffed and obviously much 
more hung over than homicidal 
at the moment. He was still 
dressed for the previous day's 
‘fiesta down in Rionegro, in run- 
ning shoes, dungarees, and a 
sweatshirt emblazoned in Eng- 
lish, “Cycling’—the current 
fad sport among the whole- 
some youth of beautiful Colom- 
bia. 

“He's really sexy, ina crazy- 
dangerous kind of way,” one 
woman clerk adjudicated, sotto 
voce, appraising the way 
Lehder’s husky shoulders 
sloped up to meet his bullish 
neck where his shaggy hippie 
haircut ended. “Short and solid 
and sexy.” 

“Yeah, but he’s sick,” ob- 
served a drugwise gate- 


crasher. Lehder’s massive 
black eyebrows were virtually 
joined over his nose in a tight 
squint, and he appeared to be 
concentrating massively on 
some inward thought of vast 
importance. “This fucker is se- 
riously hurting. He’s gonna be 
sick for weeks.” 

Lehder sat very still while 
irascible United States Attor- 
ney Robert Merkle enumer- 
ated the crimes with which he 
was charged in the Middle Dis- 
trict of Florida, as though any 
sort of movement would entail 
great pain. He may also have 
been trying to remember those 
particular crimes that occurred 
a very long time ago, well past 
the ordinary statutes of limita- 
tions. Prosecutor Merkle was 
telling this Tampa magistrate 
about some ton-and-a-half of 
cocaine that had evidently 
moved through Lehder's old 
Bahamas hideaway between 
1978 and 1981 with the help of 
some long-dissolved letter- 
head corporation called Carib- 
bean Ventures Leasing, a 
$600,000 Cessna, a Yank 
named Reed, and two Krauts 
named Schmidt and Rogel. It 
was all so long ago, so many 
complicated conspiracies in the 
past, and the gooseflesh and 
headache were obviously al- 


| ready coming on so strong, 


that Carlos Lehder was clearly 
not inclined to pay much atten- 
tion. 

But finally the bombastic 
Merkle deviated from the hard 
counts in this ancient indict- 
ment to contemporary fable 
and slander, and managed to 


goose a reaction out of the suf-, 


fering drug baron. Lehder, 
Merkle darkly warned magis- 
trate Jenkins, had murdered 
some judges in his day: “He 
has said if he was caught,” 
Merkle warned her, “he would 
kill a federal judge each week 
until he was freed.” 

“That's alie!” yelled Lehder, 
in the disgusted tone of a ce- 
lebrity who has been much ma- 
ligned by popular rumor. 
Merkle’s gloat was radioac- 
tive: this scumbucket hadn't 
denied any of those other 
charges, had he? Carlos 
winced at the physical pain this 
outburst had caused him, and 
stayed silent until the subject 
of legal representation arose. 

Whereat Carlos Lehder 
Rivas—who until just over 24 
hours previously had been 
worth at least two billion US 
dollars—had to concede that 
he was dead broke, un- 
doubtedly for the rest of his 
life. So they assigned him a 
federal public defender named 
Edward Piso, and walked them 


both unspectacularly out of the 
courthouse through a side 
door while the grimly vigilant 
federal agents posed out front 
with their ordnance for all the 
reporters and their cameras. 
“He must follow Jane Fon- 
da’s aerobics routine,” the 
clerk approvingly speculated. 


“Naw, Arnold Schwarz- 


enegger for sure,” the gate- 
crasher diagnosed. “They bet- 
ter start him off on Dilantin 
right away, though. He looks 
like he's got some convulsive 
barbiturate withdrawals in his 
near future.” 


Pilgrim’s 
Progress 


Until the day before his ar- 
raignment last winter, Carlos 
Lehder Rivas had been the 
shakiest leg in the three- 
legged Medellin Cartel, the 
flamboyant narcocracy of 
northern Colombia that could 
never quite get sufficiently to- 
gether to run the whole coun- 
try outright. 

“Back when I was in the 
Trade I actually reckoned it 
would be even worse by now,” 
recalls the dope-dealing Na- 
ples taverneer, who imported 
his last bale of pot in 1979. 

continued over 
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“The old paisans, the Atlantic 
coast smuggler families of Co- 
lombia who set up the fume 
trade in the ’60s, were just 
then moving into coke in a big 
way, making billions already. 
They were sending their kids 
off to scary places like the Lon- 
don School of Economics and 
to Stanford, and I was really 
apprehensive of what would 
happen when those kids got 
back in four or five years with 
their heads full of political con 
victions, and their hands on all 
that money.” He sips a drag off 
his enhanced-THC joint—the 
weed in South Florida is so 
lousy these days, he says, he 
dips his personal stock in hash 
oil—and broods over the night- 
time cityscape a moment, then 
brightens a bit. “But I shouldn't 
have worried. It was the street 
punks like Lehder who were 
bound to rise to the top, after 
they all started using machine 
guns.” 

This is how a homicidal 
space case like Carlos Lehder 
wound up sharing Medellin’s 
stranglehold on all the finished 
cocaine in Latin America. Ge- 
ography ordained it as much as 
anything else, along with the 
exegencies of law enforce- 
ment. Virtually all the raw 
coca-paste produced from the 
bushes in Bolivia and Peru 
moves ineluctably, almost as 
though self-propelled, to the 
finishing labs in the wholly-un- 
policed Alto do Rio Negro re- 
gion above Manaus on the 
Bolivian-Colombian border. 
Since the Rio Negro itself ori- 
ginates not far from Medellin, 
a famous Andean resort city 
with an illustrious history of 
every sort of corruption and 
violence, of course the people 
who were on top of the Trade 
there in the late '70s wound up 
with the whole South Ameri- 
can cocaine franchise. Carlos 
Lehder simply happened to be 
one of the top Medellin dope 
movers at the time, along with 
an equally unpredictable narco- 
traficante named Pablo Esco- 
bar and the exceedingly 
practical and conventional 
‘Ochoa family, who have been 
running most of the rackets in 
Colombia's Antioquia State 
since time out of mind. 

Papacito Fabio Ochoa’s duti- 
ful sons—Jorge, Juan David, 
and Fabiocito—oversee the 
collection of the cocaine from

the Brazilian labs, as far as US. 
dope dealers and federal 
agents have been able to dope 
it out. The Ochoas also appear 
to conduct the day-to-day rou- 
tine of bribing Colombian cops 
and government officials, 
threatening them when neces- 
sary, and enacting the occa- 
sional necessary kidnapping or 
murder of upstart would-be ri- 
vals and deadbeats. Pablo Es- 
cobar evidently handles the 
arrangements with the Car- 
tel’s organized-crime custom- 
ers and moneywashers around. 
the Caribbean, mostly in 
Panama and South Florida. It 
was always unclear what useful 
role Carlos Lehder played in 
the conspiracy, except possi- 
bly as political theorist and 
public-relations ringmaster. 

Before 1984, Lehder acu- 
tally managed to persuade 
most patriotic Colombians that 
the Atlantic coast mafiosi were. 
working, at bottom, in the 
country’s best interests. As 
Proprietor of Armenia's sole 
daily newspaper, he enter- 
tained the ultraconservative 
majority of decent Colombian 
citizens with fierce right-wing 
Political diatribes (while his 
confederate, Pablo Escobar, 
appeased the leftists by subsi- 
dizing low-income housing pro- 
jects in Medellin). Lehder set 
up a series of fabulously pop- 
ular adventure parks stocked 
with African animals, spon- 
sored a fairly professional- 
quality pro futbol squad, and 
ultimately created his own po- 
litical party, the Latino Na- 
cionale. 

‘The agenda of Latino Na- 
cionale was a trifle to the right 
of Argentina’s famous Me- 
chanic School of the Navy, at 
least in its propaganda. They 
boasted of their own paramili- 
tary “death squad,” Muerte a 
los Secuestadores (“Death to 


Kidnappers”), which was sup- 
posedly dedicated to “disap- 
pearing’ subversives, 
Castroites, Zionist agents, 
drug dealers, and other such 
anti-Colombian vermin. If this 
“death squad” was really only 
engaged in the ignoble elimina- 
tion of the Medellin Cartel’s 
wholly apolitical commercial ri- 
vals in the estupafaciente 
dodge, the political legend still 
played well enough in Buca- 
maranga. Patriots also 
generally agreed with 
Lehder's emotional and incen- 
diary repudiation of the ex- 
tradition treaty 'twixt Colom- 
bia and the USA: a degrading 
and effeminate capitulation to 
Norteamericano imperialism, 
Lehder’s propaganda hacks 
continually called that treaty. 
Though floridly charismatic 
and magnetically handsome, 
Lehder tended not to attract 
many repeat press interviews. 
After journalists had listened 
‘once to his articulate lectures 
on the political brilliance and 
moral integrity of Adolph 
Hitler and the Zionist- 
engineered myth of the 
Holocaust, they tended to 
never come back for more. 
And thusall things were lovely 
for the Medellift Cartel. 


Assassinations 
RUs 


This idyll was of limited dura- 
tion. In April 1984, somebody 
assassinated the new Minister 
of Justice in Bogot4, Rodrigo 
Lara Bonilla, who was even 
handsomer and more popular 
than Carlos Lehder just then. 
Of course the Medellin Cartel 
got the blame for it, although 
their indignant protestations of 
innocence—to this day— 
might actually be sincere. Lara 
Bonilla simply hadn't been on 
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the job long enough to seri- 
ously impede the Cartel's 
style—although, in 1983, Pablo 
Escobar had proudly shown off 
to the newspapers a cancelled 
million-peso check that one of 
his paymasters had once made 
out to Bonilla, before he ever 
even took the job. Drug-crazed 
paranoiacs have even spec- 
ulated that the U.S. DEA could 
conceivably have sponsored the 
Lara Bonilla murder contract, to 
simultaneously eliminate a 
potential bribetaker and perma- 
nently poison the affections of 
all decent Colombians against 
the Medellin Cartel. 

Howbeit soever, erstwhile 
President Belisario Betancour 
declared a full-fledged state of 
siege in reaction to this assas- 
sination, and marshalled the 
army with the intention of in- 
vading Antioquia. Carlos 
Lehder, therefore, in 1984, 
vanished into the jungle. 
Ochoa’s boys and Pablo Esco- 
bar sloped up to Panama. Dur- 
ing the year it took for them to 
bribe their way back to Me- 
dellin, it’s no secret that 
Lehder grew extremely home- 
sick and despondent.. This, 
then, may have been when his 
reckless recreational use of 
psychotropic substances—the 
object of continuous criticism, 
‘tis said, from the abstemious 
Ochoas—developed into a 
Problem. 

After this humiliating exile in 
General Noreiga’s Panama, 
the Medellin Cartel in 1986 un- 
dertook seriously to try to slap 
the Bogota government into 
line. Events in Colombia since 
the new administration of 
Virgilio Barca was elected last 
summer have been extraordi- 
narily bloody, even for a coun- 
try which only half-jokingly 
counts homicide as its number 
three national sport (after bi- 
cycle-racing and futbol). 

Briefly, and just partially, 
Supreme Court Justice 
Hernando Baquero was assas- 
sinated after signing over 
some hapless low-level dope 
movers to Uncle Sam in com- 
pliance with that abominable 
extradition treaty (which was 
finally approved in 1985). Then 
Medellin district court judge, 
Gustavo Zuluaga, was mur- 
dered after convicting some 
bottom-drawer contrabandis- 
tas of extraditable offenses. 
Jaime Ramirez Gomez, an

and rhetoric organized by Nightbyrd as a 
benefit for the Urine Defense Fund, chaired 
by Texas Civil Liberties Union Legal Direc- 
tor Jim Harrington. The UDF's aimis to win 
a test case, thereby establishing a legal 
precedent to declare urine testing in the 
workplace illegal in the state of Texas. 

The aim of the Urine Ball, besides adding 
to UDF coffers, was to dramatize the ab- 
surdity of what Harrington calls “20th-cen- 
tury witchcraft.” Yellow was the color of 
choice, with attendees resplendent in yel- 
low ballgowns and yellow tuxedos, or dress- 
ing down in yellow button-downs or 
T-shirts emblazened with such slogans as 
“Hell no, we won't go” or “Pee for pleasure, 
not for employment.” Also prominent were 
white lab coats (science over scatology) and 
yellow rain coats, though the sky was cloud- 
less. Early arrivals made their entrances to 
the taped accompaniment of “Mellow Yel- 
low.” 

Emcee Amos Ewing, whose zipper was 
ducked, promised that the show would go 
on until the “wee wee hours” and, indeed, it 
did, A subversive rap group, the Whiz Kids, 
started with a cheer: “Gimme a Pee!” The 
rock band Airhead brought out a two-gallon 
jar and suggested that the audience fill it and 
send it to Reagan. A song contest yielded 
such entries as “Urine Trouble,” “Liquid 
Gold,” “Take This Jar and Shove It,” and 
“Mama Don't Allow No Urine Testin’ Round 
Here.” 

Local country faves, Asleep at the Wheel, 
contributed a solid musical set devoid of 
puns or low-brow humor, though leader Ray 
Benson didn't rule out double entendres by 


announcing that he’s been at the “forefront 
of drug testing for twenty years.” The Ura- 
nium Savages, longtime Austin musical sati- 
rists, changed their name to the Urine 
Savages for the Ball and spouted forth a 
shower of golden spoofs including “Pissing 
ina Bottle” (to the tune of the Police's “Mes- 
sage in a Bottle”) and “It's in His Piss” (to 
the tune of “It's in His Kiss”). The Savages 
got the night's biggest laugh when they in- 
troduced their singer as Piss Pistofferson, 
changed the words to, “Knockin’ on Heav- 
en's Door,” and sang: 


Don’t take this job away from me 
It’s all I’m living for 

Don’t make me go in there and pee 
I feel like pissin’ on Ronnie’s door 
Piss, piss, pissin’ on Ronnie’s door 


The Urine Ball was not the financial suc- 
cess organizers had hoped for. After out-of- 
pocket expenses were taken care of, there 
wasn't much left for the Urine Defense 
Fund. But success isn’t always measured in 
dollars. At one point during the ball the 
stage was dominated by six eight-foot-tall 
urine specimens dancing in Rockettes-like 
choreography, singing a song called “Urine 
the Money.” It was a most ndiculous sight, 
yet the exposure of the urinalysis farce was 
quite serious. In the audience were camera 
crews from the three local networks and 
CNN, and over 40 representatives of the 
national print media. AllJeff Nightbyrd could 
do was repeat “This is great” as the 
Urinettes paid homage to Byrd Laborato- 
ries:

overachieving colonel in the 
civilian narcotics squad, was 
killed next. Other judges re- 
ceived anonymous packages in 
the mail containing photos of 
their children on the way home 
from school. National politi- 
cians in Bogota received tape 
casettes on which they could 
hear themselves speaking 
over their home and office 
phones, discussing personal, 
political, and even national-se- 
curity matters. 

‘The new Barca government 
reacted to this unprecedented 
political narco-terrorism with 
an initial flush of promising ti- 
midity. The Supreme Court in 
November raised the question 
of whether the US extradition 
treaty was really constitu- 
tional, because it had never 
been signed by the President, 
but by the mere Minister of 
Justice in 1985. This minister, 
Enrique Parejo, was abruptly 
appointed ambassador to far- 
away Hungary, and his fiercest 
antinarcotics aides were 
posted to Romania, Norway, 
and Portugal respectively. 

If levelheaded political tacti- 
cians had prevailed in Me- 
dellin, the Cartel at this 
propitious point might have 
eased up on the homicide stick 
and sweetened the bribery car- 
rot. But no, evidently some- 
‘one up there was clear out of 
his handsome young cabeza. 
On the 13th of January 1987, as 
the 56-year-old Colombian 
‘Ambassador to Hungary was 
leaving the Embassy in Buda- 
pest, a man stepped up to him 
and asked, “Es su mombre 
Enrique Parejo?” When he an- 
swered “Si,” he was shot five 
times, twice in the head. When 
he somehow survived, an out- 
fit in Colombia calling itself the 
“Hernan Botero Moreno Com- 
mand” (after the first hapless 
Medellin Cartel. moneywasher 
‘extradited to the U.S. under that 
abominated 1985 treaty) 
promised to finish him off for 
good the next time they found 
him within range of a Heckler 
& Koch. 

This was not the end of the 
overkill, far from it. Raul 
Echavarria, an ultraconserva- 
tive Cali newspaper editor 
who'd been plugging for the 
death penalty for cocaine of- 
fenses, was greased in his own 


home. And then Guillermo 
Cano, the 61-year-old editor of 
Bogotd’s independent, muck- 
raking El Espectador, was ma- 
chinegunned on his way home 
from work by two hoods on a 
motorcycle, just like any 
sleazy dope baron. Every 
journalist in Colombia—print, 
radio, television, liberal and 
conservative—went on a sit- 
down strike for 24 hours, to 
show the country what things 
would be like if these Medellin 
gangsters ever might really 
take over the country. 

None of this happened in a 
vacuum. In Florida last winter, 
Yankee dope movers were tell- 
ing Congressional Contragate 
investigators that Jorge Ochoa 
of Medellin was personally 
convinced that he was moving 
cocaine with the connivance of 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency. Papers with the 
probity of The New York Times 
were soberly retailing dope- 
trade allegations that Colonel 
Oliver North's inventive Junior 
Woodchucks had been running 
tons of the Cartel’s toot into 
the States on the homeward 


leg of their patriotic contra-re- 
supply operation. And yet pho- 
togenic young Carlos Lehder, 
having cultivated a perfectly 
Castroite beard, was dressing 
up in glamorous camouflauge 
fatigues and combat boots, 
holding jungle press receptions 
at which he called for any old 
political activists—leftwing, 
rightwing, anarchist, Yippie— 
to enlist in a tremendously 
complicated and crafty cocaine 
conspiracy against Los Esta- 
dos Unidas, the Great Satan. 
This was probably the least 
opportune possible moment in 
history for the Cartel’s chief 
political theorist to adopt this 
lunatic rhetorical tack. Co- 
caine, thapsodized Lehder, is 
the “Achilles heel of American 
Imperialism.” The Trade is 
“the arm of the struggle 
against America,” forsooth. 
Just as though the grandstands 
of his Latino National Party 
had not been decorated with 
Cyclopean portrait posters of 
Hitler and Mussolini, Carlos 
Lehder was now yammering 
like a cocaine-crazed Marxist 
Atthe same time, by reliable 


report, his partner Ochoa was 
reassuring nervious Norte- 
americano cocaine investors 
that he was confident they all 
had CIA protection. The con- 
tradictions, as Chairman Mao 
might have put it, had been 
heightened to the point where 
something simply had to give. 


Alarums and 
Excursions: 
Noises Off 


“Never nip the stock when 
you're moving cocaine,” ad- 
vises the wise old Florida 
taverneer. “It'll climb up on 
you every time, I never saw it 
to fail. If you're going to dip 
into the Trade, you have to live 
like a fucking Quaker until you 
get out. I didn’t even hardly 
smoke pot the three years I 
was moving Santa Marta Gold 
merch in weight. You shouldn't 
let yourself do anything you 
positively like to do, when 
you're working in the Trade. 
It'll get ahead of you for sure.” 
When they came after 
Carlos Lehder in Rionegro, 
just outside of Armenia, the 
Colombian police were operat-

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COCAINE COUNTRY: Colombia and environs. 
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now oppose legalization, tend to change the 
subject away from arrests and toward adoles- 
cent drug use and other emotional issues. 
They have the audacity to claim that no one 
goes to jail anymore for marijuana possession. 
‘And they've even suckered us into playing 
their game, until now, that is. 

Let's digress for a moment. Last fall, every 
one was getting hysterical about crack and 
the need for the government to do some- 
thing, anything, about the drug problem. Our 
supporters, understandably, began to geta lit- 
tle hysterical as well. And, truth be told, so 
did we. We began hearing a lot of analogies 
between the effort to weed marijuana smok- 
ers out of American society and the Holo- 
caust in Germany, or between urinalysis 
testing and the literacy tests used to maintain 
segregation in the American South. In this 
magazine, and in a few letters to our mem- 
bers, we repeated some of these analogies. 

In retrospect, I'm surprised that we only 
received a few complaints. But we learned 
quite a bit from the few we received, and 
those lessons are worth repeating here. 

There is nothing like the Holocaust in Ger- 
many, and attempts to draw comparisons be- 
tween it and the marijuana issue in America 
are not only mistaken but also trivialize one of 
the greatest horrors of history. l apologize on 
NORML's behalf for our naive attempt to 
draw such an analogy. There is also no com- 
parison between segregation and the mai 
juana issue. Those of us working to publicize 
the injustice of marijuana prohibition gain 
nothing by comparing it to even more pro- 
found injustices. In fact, we only demonstrate 
how little we actually know about the greater 
injustice. 

While one can argue about similarities be- 
tween this injustice and that injustice as if 
we're all in a competition to see who has 
been degradated the most, the argument 
self misses the point. This is the lesson we re- 
cently learned. Approaching our issue in that 
fashion means that we've taken to playing by 
the other side’s rules—see how much emo- 
tion you can whip up. Those are the rules of 
demagoguery, and there is no place for them 
in our movement. After all, it’s those rules 
that got us here in the first place. 

‘Another lesson, though, is worth passing 
along. An old NORML alumnus, who | per- 
sonally respect a great deal, was understand- 
ably shocked at the emotional rhetoric we 
had lapsed into. He was also perplexed. Peo- 
ple are going to jail or losing their jobs for 
smoking marijuana in the privacy of their own 
homes. Now. that is an injustice. Why on 
earth do we need to make overstretched 
analogies to the Holocaust or to segregation 
when the simple facts of our injustice are so 
straightforward? 

What I learned from all of this has renewed 
my dedication to help the victims of marijuana 
prohibition. When we whine about persecu- 
tion, and about the injustice of it all, and about 


how misguided the government is, and how it 
reminds us of this or reminds us of that— 
when we resort to this sort of behavior we 
are trivializing the arrest of every single 
friend who has gone to jail for marijuana. 

use the word trivialize quite consciously 
and deliberately. We are prone to say anyone 
‘of a hundred things first, and then add the 
trivia that over 400,000 are arrested every 
year, or the trivia that one person got a forty 
year sentence, or so on. Many of us get so 
‘caught up in the big picture that we forget 
about the little picture. People are going to 
jail for something you and | do almost every 
day. We have to deal with that, and make soci- 
ety deal with that, and we have to quit trying 
to outdo the other side in rhetorical excess. 

You see, it's easy to rationalize the laws 
against marijuana use, as easy as it is for users 
to rationalize breaking them. I'd like to see 
our leaders, though, confronted with the 
over 400,000 individuals they had arrested 
last year and explain it to them.

Moreover, I'd like to see our reaction to 
them. Could you look those people inthe eye 
and tell them you were too busy five years 
ago to change the laws that put them in jail? | 
‘can’t. And do you realize that they went to 
jail so you wouldn't have to? After all, police 
do work on quota systems. They don't go out 
and say “I'm going to bust five pot smokers 
today,” but they do think such things as “I've 
been warning too many kids lately, it’s time | 
popped one of them.” Somebody has to be 
made an example of, if prohibition is ever go- 
ing to work, and every time someone else is 
arrested it means that you and I get to wait 
awhile longer before it’s our turn 

| think we owe these people something. 
‘We, the ones who haven't had to go to jail 
yet, owe those who have our gratitude, our 
‘support, our generosity, and most of all we 
‘owe them help. We also owe them the sense 
that their suffering was not in vain, and that it 
gives us the dedication to fight to change the 
wrong that imprisoned them. 

The first thing NORML is doing to help 
these people is to seek out their stories and 
to tell those stories to the public. Our next 
{goal is to make sure that marijuana prisoners 
are neither forgotten or abandoned while 
they serve their terms, and that they become 
prepared to voice their grievances to the 
public. And incidentally, NORML is offering 


free memberships to prisoners in ji 
for marijuana offenses who send us copies 
of their sentencing judgments. 

‘We will also help appeal for justice in the 
courts. 

But we all must do more: we must prevent 
these arrests from continuing. (And they will 
continue; in fact, the Reagan Administration 
even wants to roll back decriminalization.) 
The most effective way to accomplish this is 
to educate the public that marijuana users are 
not criminals or threats to themselves or so- 
ciety. Neither we nor the public should be al- 
lowed to ignore the victims of the public’s 
norance of marijuana. We have to personal- 
ize this issue; we have to talk about indivi- 
duals, not statistics. 

No doubt as we publicize arrests and sen- 
tences some of the public will urge stiffer sen- 
tences and heartily approve of the injustices 
for which we seek reform. No matter; in fact, 
let the public see these people for the callous, 
spiteful selves they are. 

No doubt as we continue we will scare 
many of our supporters into even greater dis- 
cretion and away from reform efforts in at- 
tempts to reinforce their “straight” image. 
No matter, for we are looking for real leaders 
to come forward and join us, people who an- 
swer the call of another's misfortune with 
courage and compassion. The selfish will pre- 
tend it’s still morning in America even when 
Reagan finally comes out for legalization. 

Arrests are exercises in intimidation. You 
pay for your offense with your dignity—at 
least that's part of the idea. In all fairness to 
the police, they are just doing their jobs. 
They didn’t make the laws, our elected offi- 
cials did; the police just enforce them. Since 
criminal behavior is by definition disrespectful 
of the law, the police by nature must attempt 
to instill in the subjects in their custody a re- 
spect for the law. So no matter what the 
eventual sentence the prisoner receives, the 
entire arrest process is designed to start 
making the prisoner pay for their crime. The 
process of being arrested is designed to re- 
mind you just who is in charge, and that you, 
the arrestee, are just another piece of scum 
about to be fed to the criminal justice system. 

Is the punishment people receive for mari- 
juana offenses justified? Of course not! But 
the only way we can convince the public of 
this is to force them to examine the punish- 
‘ment marijuana prisoners receive. 

‘As long as tens of millions of us use mari- 
juana, some people are going to go to ail. Un- 
less something is done about this it will 
eventually be your turn, and eventually even 
mine. | don’t know about you, but | don’t 
want to go to jail (which explains why | do the 
work | do).And I don’t want someone else to 
go to jail in my place. What about you? It’s 
time you wrote me and let me know either 
how you've been victimized, or that you're 
willing to help those who have. 

Ifyou think, like I did ten years ago, that re- 
form will happen without your involvement, 
then you are a fool. Join with me and the rest 
of NORML's members, and let the country 
know that we won't be fooled again. @

Study your particular choi- 
cas in detail realizing that. some 
cannabinoid marijuana screening 
tests are set to measure 20 ng/ml! 
(nanograms per milliliter, or bil- 
lionths of a gram perthousandths of 
a liter), whereas others measure 100 
ngiml.

TIPS FOR PREVENTING FALSE 
POSITIVES 


1. Never give the first urination of the day. 

2. Drink as much water (or other liquid) as you comfortably can in the days and hours 
prior to testing. 

3. Passive inhalation can register positive, but not for long. It's a case of you might be 
positive the next morning from the night before. A person can be positive in this man- 
ner without having experienced a “high.” A false positive from this source is signifi- 
cantly more probable at a 20 ng/ml detection level than at the higher 100ngiml which is 
often used. 

4. If conditions safely permit, diluting your urine specimen with water helps and labs 
infrequently test for such dilution. 

5. Avoid using over-the-counter drugs when a test date approaches. 

The extent to which over-the-counter drugs and prescription drugs will cause a false 
positive has yet to be fully mapped out and is subject to change as test manufacturers 
try to lesson the phenomenon, but such interference with the tests is extensive. These 
substances listed below have produced false positives for marijuana on the EMIT Can- 
nabinoid Urine Assay according to company literature. An equivalent list for the Hott- 
man-La Roche RIA test would likely not be identical.

WHY URINE DRUG TESTS GO 
WRONG 


We've already looked at how over-the-counter medications can produce false posi- 
tives. A Las Vegas lab has indicated that 25% of their specimens test positive for am- 
phetamines during cold and flu season, for example. 

Another big reason these tests produce inaccurate results even at better labs is the 
human factor. Not sanitizing equipment after a positive test run or doing so improperly 
can esultin false positives, as can clerical errors. In the instance of Veterans Adminis- 
tration Wadsworth Medical Center, it was cocaine on the restroom door that contami- 
nated specimens. 

Finally, there is the unknown. Test makers are learning by doing. There's a lot about 
these tests and cross-reactions within the body that nobody understands.

ing on top-shelf insider intelli- 
gence. They not only knew the 
time and site of the party—re- 
portedly called to commemo- 
rate the murder in Miami, two 
days previously, of celebrity 
boatbuilder Donald Aronow, 
for selling too many of his nim- 
ble “cigarette” craft to U.S. 
Customs—but they also knew 
precisely what estupifacientes 
would be served there.

| If Carlos withstands the 


screaming meemies to stand 
trial as a reasonably sane de- 
fendant, it’s likely to be a 
pretty sordid and unsatisfac- 
tory affair. Due to the ironclad 
terms of that. much-abomi- 
nated extradition treaty, he 
cannot be charged here with 
any crimes that occurred after 
Mr. Merkle’s indictment in the 
Middle District of Florida, 
which was handed down in 
September 1981. Since the 
charges involve a ton and a half 
of cocaine, a conviction should 
reasonably earn Carlos around 
40 years in federal prison, 
which is likely to satisfy the 
most revengeful seekers after 
justice. But seekers of the 
Truth will be eternally frustra- 
ted. 

In November last year, Mi- 
ami federal prosecutors un- 
sealed—with tremendous 
public fanfare—a beautiful in-

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dictment that charged Carlos 
Lehder Rivas with numerous 
counts of narcotics conspiracy 
and multiple homicide. It enu- 
merated a series of mon- 
strously overt acts that were 
allegedly committed as re- 
cently as the summer of 1986, 
when the Miami grand jury 
sealed it. This beautiful indict- 
ment, over which Attorney 
General Edwin Meese III him- 
self lavished endless prideful 
publicity when it was released 
in the Southern District of 
Florida, was based largely on 
the testimony of DEA inform- 
ant Barry Seal—who was 
served up to the assassins of 
the Medellin Cartel in Febru- 
ary 1986 by Federal District 
Court Judge Frank Palozolo of 
Baton Rouge, in a famous 
story that HIGH TIMES has 
published about six times now, 
if you've been reading along. 
‘This beautiful indictment is 
dead. Nothing that the de- 
ceased Barry Seal told the feds 
about the Medellin Cartel can 
be used against Carlos Lehder 
in any forthcoming trial. When 
the government of Colombia 
consented to extradite this co- 
caine kingpin to Uncle Sam, 
they got to pick the indictment 
under which he would be tried 
here.

| 1981, the question of how 
many of them have been cor- 
rupted since then by Carlos 
Lehder’s dope money will be 
| largely irrelevant to the pro- 
ceedings. 

In this great tide of his ca- 
lamities, it can be expected 
that Carlos Lehder will finally 
be visited by Jesus in his prison 
cell, and be made whole at last. 
Ifit could happen to Benvenuto 
Cellini, Chuck Colson, and 
Eldridge Cleaver under similar 
circumstances, it can happen 
to Carlos Lehder Rivas too. 
‘And the community of Chris- 
tiandom will be enlarged by his 
redemption. 

You just have to wonder why 
it didn’t happen two years ago, 
when Lehder, Escobar, and 
Jorge Ochoa were all living 
openly in Panama, and bitching 
ablue streak about it in the in- 
ternational media.

Born beneath the final approach to New York City’s LaGuardia Airport, 
Bradford X had seen and heard airplanes from his earliest awareness. 
Upon receiving his pilot and mechanic licenses, he tried to find a decent- 
paying job, but discovered the most profitable work available to him in- 
volved smuggling drugs out of Colombia. He teamed up with a pilot 
named Ozzie; their first mission proved a miserable failure (see HIGH 
TIMES, Sept. 86). Although their next trip was a financial success, Brad 
and Ozzie were later arrested while attempting to land a pot-filled DC-3 
at a small Florida airport. 


fter our arrest, Ozzie and 
Thad to raise money fast for 
bail and legal fees. Through 


our boss we obtained another DC-3, 
complete with long-range fuel 
tanks, doors for parachute jumpers, 
and windows for sharpshooters. 


Battleship gray and battle-scarred, 
this Dakota looked like she’d been 
through more than one war. The 
weather report was not favorable, 
but we had to fly to stay out of jail. 
Fortunately, there were some 
differences from our last mission; 
for one, the cargo was going to be 


air-dropped. During a preflight run, 
I practiced bombardier accuracy 
with watermelons, tossing them 
out over the Georgia countryside. 
Just before takeoff I discovered 
someone else was joining us. His 
name was Bob, a large, portly man,

weighing at least 200 pounds. Bob’s 
primary function was to count 

the bales, making sure the number 
loaded was the same number 
dropped. Bob’s secondary function 
was to help wrap the bales in high- 
tensile-strength tape to prevent 
them from bursting on impact. 

We departed at 10 Pm, carrying 
coffee and sandwiches. The flight 
was not very comfortable: we hit 
plenty of summer air pockets and 
got pretty shook up. Around 2 am we 
intercepted the 171 Omni from 
Port-au-Prince. Three hours later, 
we spied first light along with the 
green mountains of Colombia. 
Another hour’s flying and we were 
over our destination, a place called 
Rio Frio. 

Hacked by hand out of a banana 
plantation, the “airport” was 
narrow and treacherous looking. 
Even worse, the runway took a 
strange, obtuse turn halfway down 
the strip. Although Ozzie negotiated 
this turn without incident, I had to 
wonder what takeoff was going to 
be like. 

After we rolled to a stop, several 
well-armed workers began 
refueling and loading 6,000 pounds 
of cargo.

And of 
course, Bob's presence didn’t help 
either. | informed Ozzie of the 
situation, but he just grinned. 

On command of maximum power, 
the engines rattled, shook, and 
blew banana leaves with hurricane 
force as the overweight Dakota 
painfully inched forward.

Flying conditions had not 
improved: we faced high winds and 
overcast skies. Bob and | wrapped 
the bales. Physical labor did not 
appeal to me, and at high altitude 
the concept was positively 
disgusting. Bob and I were quickly 
reduced to a pair of gasping 
zombies. 

Seven hours later, we arrived over 
a tomato field in central Florida. 
Two low passes and the cargo was 
discharged. In the climb towards 
Tampa everything was thrown out: 
charts, leftover tape, scraps of 
paper, every seed of pot. 

We met our boss that evening at 
the local Hilton, “Try and get some 
sleep while the plane is refueled,” he 
said. “Youre going back for 
another load tonight.” 


’ efore I knew it, | was back 

Din the black night, 
> intercepting the 171 out of 
Port-Au-Prince. The crosswinds and 
overcast skies over the “pond” had 
not diminished. Exhaustion made 
the flight controls heavy. The 
engines screamed even louder. 
However, smugglers’ perseverance 
and a desire to remain out of jail 
gave us the strength to continue, 
even though our minds were 
drifting. | looked at the water below 
and fantasized seeing a shark 
looking up at me and licking his 
chops. He was waiting for one of 
those engines to stop. | had to slap 
myself back into reality. 

The air at Rio Frio was hot and 
heavy. The second cargo was loaded 
with all the dispatch of the first. 
Ozzie and | recognized our 
weakened condition and 
compensated with extra care. The 
litany of the checklist was spoken 


softly, meticulously. The obtuse 
angle of the runway proved no 
problem as Ozzie commanded max 
power. 

Ozzie wrapped the bales. Seven 
hours later we threw them on the 
tomato field and headed for the 
Tampa Hilton for a night’s sleep. 

That morning the boss gave mea 
shopping bag filled with inch-thick, 
e bundles of tens and 
twenties secured with rubber 
bands: $25,000 in all. Finally, my 
‘own shopping bag filled with the 
light-green, engraved pictures of 
Hamilton and Jackson! A most 
supreme moment.

| organizer of ground 
operations. His job is 

lighting the drop zone, 
communicating with the airplane 
to learn how many bales are 
coming out, and loading the bales 
into trucks. This is easy if the 
bombardier is accurate. If not, then 
ground operations can turn messy 
and chaotic: whatever it takes, up to 
and including murder. We used a 
crew of four and my job was to keep 
them honest. 

We met at a farmhouse in the 
Everglades. The young cowboys 
were excited over their third 
consecutive air drop. Marker lights 
and two-way radios were loaded 
into the trucks. The tomato field 
was located only a short drive away. 

The lights were strung out on the 
ground and tested. The biggest 
worry was that some game warden 
ora local dogooder would accidently 
over us. With radios set to a 
discreet frequency, we waited for 
the Dakota’s return. Four hours 


later, our radio crackled: “Cessna 69 
Golf approaching, come in Miami 
Center.” 

“Cessna 69 Golf, what is your 

irspeed?” 

“Airspeed is 109 knots. Bales 
coming out. Light the drop zone, 
here they come.” 

The bales rained down with 
thundering violence. Two passes 
and then all was quiet. Fortunately, 
the bombadier’s accuracy was 
pinpoint and the bales were 
gathered, loaded, and taken to a 
farmhouse to await the buyer. 

“You have another flight 
tonight,” said Number One. “Go 
home and get some sleep.” 

That evening Ozzie and | boarded 
the plane alone. Never mind the 
ground crew, we were supposed to 
land and unload the plane 
ourselves. Less hands in the pie. 

“This is your last flight of the 
season,” said the Boss. “You'll make 
enough to retire until Christmas.” 


he south Atlantic was a 
twisted mass of sawtooth 

12 cones and foaming spray. 
We were on instrument flight rules 
without a flight plan, guided only by 
a wet compass and gyroscope.

Icome.” 

Returning to Colombia was 
usually an uplifting experience. This 
time, however, it was raining and 
I was a little scared. All we had to do 
was fly out of this mud puddle with 
6,000 pounds and go home. But 
that obtuse angle in the runway 
was more treacherous than ever. At 
least I didn’t have to wrap the 
cargo. 

It was long before dawn when we 
reached the coast of Florida. Ozzie 
steered into the blackness of the 
Everglades. We landed ona tiny 
strip illuminated by flashlights 
stuck in the ground and rapidly 
unloaded the cargo into a waiting 
truck. 
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Next day we learned the truck 
driver stole the pot and disappeared 
with his entire family. Wow! The 
theft threw a financial monkey 
wrench into all my plans. No 
money for nothing. The hurricane 
season was upon us and the 
Caribbean was impassable. | was 
forced to get a job as a mechanic in 
order to keep body and soul 
together. 

What was I doing wrong? | was 
flying well, engines under my 
control were performing 
beautifully, my navigation was 
precise, and all my cargoes were 


over gross. And I was still broke. 
eee 


he bad news was that Ozzie 

and I were sentenced to 

fifteen years in prison and 
a $10,000 fine. Miraculously, the 
judge allowed the bond to continue; 
we were to be notified when to 
return to begin serving sentence. 
There was more good news: | passed 
my inspector exam. It was a 
pleasure to know I could have a nice 
salary every week just for signing 
my name. 

But my thoughts were in limbo 
on what to do next. | remembered 
some advice from a New York City 
policeman on commiting a crime. 
“It is best to do it alone,” he said. 
“The successful ones work alone.” 
My thoughts turned to single- 
engine airplanes and small loads. 

I knew for an absolute fact that 
nobody connected single-engine 
aircraft with the wide expanse of the 
Carribbean. 

I spoke with an operator at

After 
topping off the tanks, | headed 
south.

This time, however, 
the word “lonely” had a deeper 
meaning. The Bahama Chain looked 
different without Ozzie at my side. 
I was captain and navigator, and 
the crosswinds were causing me 
trouble. Nothing serious, just the 
usual weather for this time of year. 
I knew I was running late, sol 
made a deal with myself: if | didn’t 
cross the south coast of Haiti before 
3 pu, | would turn back.

The same error was 
compounded because between 
these two towns is a hamlet called 
Camaroni. This town is on the 
official charts, which would lead to a 
third blunder.

Iheaded straight for the wrong 
town.

Five months later I visited him.

he said “Better. Let me 
show you something.” He led me 
to “The Closet.” Four coiffured 
mothers encircled ten daughters, 
rooted and beginning to bush out. 
Outside the halide’s bright area 
were two plastic “hothouse” 
cloning chambers, full of rooting 
daughters. 

“Great,” | said, impressed. 
Where do you flower them?” 

“That's the best part. I don’t.” 
He explained the Buddy System. 

“It’s simple. | maintain the 
mothers, clones, and vegetate. | 
turn the clones over to my buddy, 
who flowers them. This limits the 
amount of plants in our 
apartments—as well as the space 
and electricity needed. We split the 
proceeds fifty-fifty.” 

“I vegetate. He flowers. It’s 
perfect.

ince about 1982, neo-PS8YCHEQELIC music has been one of 


the strongest underground trends in American music, and its 
creative home has been Los Angeles. The city currently boasts 
more than 30 active bands whose recordings are avidly sought 
by fans around the globe, and at least that many newer bands 
are working their way up the club circuit. 

Until recently, the CAVERN CLUB on Hollywood Boulevard was a 
prime showcase for ’40s music, a supportive home for the 
growing cult scene and a showcase for more than 100 new 

bands with an authentic approach to the music of the Golden 
Decade. | opened the CAVERN following the demise of the RAVE- 
UP, where a handful of garage and psych bands had been 
emerging from the mod scene since 1983. The Mods are a 
sizable contingent in Southern California; for the most part a 
very conservative—if not reactionary—society, a few of them 
had developed an interest in borderline Mod psych bands of the 
°40s, like CREATION and THE SMOKE, and from there went on to 
discover THE CHOCOLATE WATCHEANO, SEEOS, THE STANDELLS, 
and the plethora of reissues of so-called “garage” music 
which had been appearing on the market since 1979.

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There was already a substantial 
garage revival scene taking shape by 
this time, as documented on the 1981 
album BATTLE OF THE GARAGES. Bands 
like THE CHESTERFIELD KINGS, PLAN 9, 
THE SLICKEE 60Y8, and PLASTIGLANO 
pioneered the style in various parts of 
the country, while L.A. had been in the 
forefront with THE UNGLAIMEQ, THE 
GRAWOAQOYS, and THE OROOGS. When 
this scene met up with the youthful 
energy of the Mods, weekly happenings 
at the RAVE-UP and the CAVERN were the 
result. 

The variety of bands in 1984 made a 
good basis for expanding the scene. On 
the garage side, in addition to those 
mentioned, were THE TELL-TALE 
HEARTS, THEE FOURGIVEN, THE UNTOLD 
FABLES, THE PANDORAS, and THE 
MORLOCKS to name the best. Among 
the Mods who were evolving into 
British art-pop DSYOREDELLA were 
THREW THE LOOKING BLASS, SIDEWALK 
SOCIETY, THE NEPHEWS, THE TORIES, 
WALLS & BRIDGES and THE THINGS. Very 
few bands could honestly be called 
“O8YCHEDELIC,” but among them THE 
THINGS, 88-20, and THE STEPPES were 
doing very adventurous work, as their 
subsequent albums show. 

As time went by, the CAVERN received 
enormous amounts af publicity, both 
local and national, and soon bands 
from all over the country (and several 
eas) were including the club 
eraries. Reports of the 

ji scene turned up in fanzines 
from Italy, Spain, Germany, Sweden, 
and France. And a swinging scene it 
was every Saturday night, as hundreds 
of teens showed up, decked out in wild 
*40s clothes of every description, 
Spilling into the streets around the 
club, causing tourists to wonder what 
decade they’d stumbled onto. 

Besides the bands mentioned, | soon 
discovered that there was a wide and 
growing trend among L.A.’s new wave, 
progressive, and art bands to identify 
themselves with P8YCHEQELIC music. 1 
received dozens of tapes from such 
bands, and although it was clear that 
few had ever listened to much hardcore 
P8YCHEOELIA, they were using special 
effects, a “dreamy” mood, and tinges 
of THE QOORS or HENDRIX to simulate the 
mood. This, in turn, appealed to many 
of the “death-rock” audience, who 
normally cared only for British bands 
like SISTERS OF MERCY or SIOUXSIE 
AND THE BANSHEES. Then again, a 
number of bands best described as 
hardcore punks, notably BLACK FLAG, 
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THE ANGRY SAMOANS, and THE DEAD 
KENNEDYS, had an interest in psych 
music, and the CAVERN hosted one 
memorable show in which members of 
the BLACK FLAG commune jammed for 
several hours, getting into some very 
‘spacey territory. 

But such events were the exception, 
as were bands with ’80s haircuts and 
tie-dye shirts. The GAVERN-GOERS were 
strict purists, and there was no 
shortage of pure ‘40s music to offer 
them. In the end, the purity of the club 
proved its undoing as the novelty 
eventually wore off, and so | closed the 
CAVERN. L.A. was then left witha 
population of young musicians who had 
been exposed to the full range of '40s 
influences. Many of them have 
continued to evolve, outgrowing their 
roots and doing original music of great 
value. 

The impact of the CAVERN CLUB 
generation has yet to be felt. Most of 
the bands have made a record or two,

but only on hard-to-find independent 
labels. Meanwhile, Los Angeles is still 
famous for its 1980-82 crop of “PAISLEY 
UNDERGROUND” bands. In their time, 
these groups were the most exciting 
thing around, but as they got signed to 
major label deals, bands like THE 
BANGLES, THE THREE O°CLOGK, THE LONG 
AYOERS, OREAM SYNOIGATE, GREEN ON 
REQ, and RAIN PARAQE dissociated 
themselves from the ’40s music 
influences they started out with and 
tried to give their records a more 
contemporary sound. Many people still 
come here from Europe hoping to find 
these bands sounding like the groovy 
°40s revivalists they once were, but of 
course it’s been years since any of 
them played in the local clubs, and 
they are rarely seen here anymore. 
The neo-gzych scene has evolved so 
constantly aver the years that it would 
be excruciating to document all its 
permutations. Currently, the local 
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audience has turned its interest to 
glam bands reviving the era of CHEAP 
TRICK and AEROSMITH, or the death- 
rock scene, or funky dance bands like 
THE RED HOT CHILI PEPPERS. However, 
the shallowness of these trends has 
not kept them from developing aspects 
that can only be called triggy. 

At underground clubs like Power 
Tools, Plastic Passion, The Scream, 
and The Dirt Box, people dance to funk 


the accompaniment of light shows 
covering all four walls and ceiling. 
These combined opaque projections, 
slides and films, and on occasion, girls 
in QAY-GLO costumes dancing in cages 
‘suspended from the ceiling. 
Meanwhile, records played at 
deafening volume on today’s advanced 
sound systems provide further sensory 
overload. A lot of it sounds good, 
especially the more experimental 
gloom bands like THE MISSION and THE

SISTERHOOD, JESUS & MARY CHAIN, 
and, of course, frequent doses of 
HENORIX, ZEPPELIN, and other old 
classics. In short, a powerful impulse 
toward a mind-bending distortion of 
the senses can be found in the 
trendiest clubs where the largest 
audiences congregate. Disco it may 
be, but it’s as close in flavor to the 
Avalon Ballroom as to Studio 54. 

In Los Angeles, perhaps more than 
elsewhere, everything is fashion. 
Although as | exp! 
that THE CAVERN was evidence of a 
musical and cultural rebirth of an 
underground youth movement, every 
‘story on the club focused on fashion. 
My reluctant conclusion, borne out by 
daily observation, is that many people 
today care more for clothes than for 
ideas. The idea of a culture promoting 
spiritual growth is an antiquated 
notion. 

‘Small wonder, then, that the 


message of P8YCHEGELIC MUSIC has 
fallen on deaf ears. Its influence has 
been to instill a brief fashion for weird 
sound effects on certain records by 
avant-garde groups and a taste for 
light shows at the disco. A lot of these 
people are taking acid, but as | also 
found out, they may get wasted but 
they don’t “see” anything—they 
certainly don’t learn anything from it. 

But appearances can be deceiving. 
There is an underground movement 
taking shape, comprised mostly of kids 
still in high school. You won’t find 
them at the trendy dance clubs, but 
you can see them walking the streets 
with their shaggy hair, unfashionably 
hip clothes (guys in corduroy vests and 
suede boots; girls with peace-sign 
earrings and no bras), and an intriguing 
aura of not giving a damn that they 
don’t fit in with the manic new wave 
giddiness of their peers. 

O8YCHEDELIA and the values of the 
*40s are so diametrically out of step 
with nt society that this very 
polarization seems to be attracting a 
lot of dissatisfied people to anew 
underground. These were the kids who 
came to the CAVERN, but for every one 
who came there were many out there 
who listened to 0s music, felt at 
home with the spirit behind it, and 
reject today’s materialism out of hand 
without having yet discovered that 
there are others like themselves. As it 
did in the '40s, I think rock music will 
bring these young rebels together yet. 

Thus | believe that the bands of the 
late CAVERN CLUB scene and their 
equivalents around the world are the 
socially mutating agents we need. Not 
all the bands are P8YCHEQELIC in 
musical terms, but they are bringing 
converts by the thousands into an 
organized, heavily networked 
international movement of young 
people dedicated to the ’s0s. What 
began in L.A. has since spread to 
Europe, where scores of garage and 
psych bands are growing daily in 
influence (check recent compilations 
like BATTLE OF THE GARAGES VOL. 4, 
DECLARATION OF FUZZ, and SOUNDS OF 
NOW). These bands still look to L.A. for 
their inspiration, and despite their lack 
of local support, the bands here have a 
worldwide following through their 
records. This will only grow and | 
expect many of these groups to start 
touring Europe soon. 

The recorded side of L.A. NEO-O8YCH 
music is more than familiar to me; 
besides sponsoring the CAVERN CLUB, | 
am a producer of records for my own 
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VOXX label and have specialized in this 
music for the past six years. Thus, 
while | would not unfairly slant my 
remarks in favor of my own bands, it 
would be impossible to exclude them 
all from a survey like this, and you 
must excuse a little justifiable pride on 
my part in some of the music I've 
helped put on record. 

Here, then, is my selection of the 
best neo-’60s bands in Southern 
California. For the sake of readers new 
to this scene, I’ve made a rough and 
rather arbitrary division between bands 
with a P8YCHEQELIG leaning and those 
who play straight-ahead GARAGE 
MUSIC, although the two styles are not 
really separate and those who like one 
usually like the other too. Following 
the list of bands is a selected 
discography. 


MUSIC FOR CAVE PEOPLE: THE 
GARAGE BANDS OF L.A. 


THE BEGUILED 

@ A raving teenage beat band, heav- 
ily soaked in Them, Downliners Sect, 
early Stones, and Pretty Things, they 
put on a tight, exhilarating show and 
can be heard on the recent SOUNDS OF 
NOW album. 


THE DROOGS 

@ Although they seldom play here, 
The Droogs are known in Europe for 
their fine British-influenced garage 
pop, and they have several albums 
out. Together since 1973, they’re the 
oldest veterans of the ’60s revival. 


THE FUZZTONES 

@ Toward the end of 1986, leader 
Rudi Protrudi relocated from New York 
and formed a new Fuzztones here. 
With a new album out and a European 
tour lined up, the band is off to a good 
start. They should prove popular in the 
clubs with their raw, aggressive style. 
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THE LEOPARDS 
@ In mid-1985, local radio started 
playing a song called “Psychedelic 
Boy.” Itwas a brilliant, Kinks-type sat- 
ire of people who live in a 60s fashion 
fantasy, and marked the return of a 
band that had been around since 1978 
anywhere. Now 
.A.’s more popular club 
bands and they have an excellent LP 
about to come out. Live, they’re a 
classic rock ’n’ roll group, with a 
Kinks flavor but a personal style all 
their own. 


MANUAL SCAN 

@ This San Diego band is popular with 
the Mods but their music also appeals 
to garage fans and is popular in Eng- 
land where their debut LP was re- 
leased. They write original songs in 
the best tradition of 60s mod-psych 
bands like The Small Faces. 


THE MARSUPIALS 

@ Around 1980, The Marsupials were 
part of the original Paisley Under- 
ground, but they broke up in’82 before 
recording anything. In 1985 they got 
back together again, and treated Cav- 
er audiences to some of the wildest 
shows ever seen, doing parodies of 
°60s and ’70s songs, wearing elabo- 
rate costumes, and pulling new stunts 
at every show. Their first LP should be 
out soon. 


me MIRACLE WORKERS 

inally from Portland, Oregon, 
fhe Miracle Workers recorded a great 
album and then disappointed fans 
across the country when they pulled 
out of a tour that had been set up for 
them. They changed members, moved 
to L.A. where they have now broken 
up; some of them have joined the new 
Fuzztones. 


THE MORLOCKS 

@ This band was formed from the ru- 
ins of The Gravedigger V, and after 
spending a year in San Francisco 
where they became quite popular, 
sadly broke up. Despite a poorly-re- 
corded LP, they were one of the best 
live bands in the country, with a raw, 
deep, menacing energy reminiscent of 
vintage ’70 Stooges. Singer Leighton 
is one-of-a-kind, a true garage god, 
and with luck we’ll see them back to- 
gether some day. A live album is soon 
to be released. 


THE PANDORAS 

@ What more need be said about 
these four honeys? Their second al- 
bum is probably the best-selling ga- 
rage record of the 80s, and they’ve 
brought much needed attention to the 
scene.

ings of Joe Coleman, a particularly demonic sort of ar- 
tist who illustrated a gruesome vision of life in our Best of #2, 
and whose equally wild performances were written up in the 
February, '84 issue. Pictured here are two of his recent pain- 
tings, art so autobiographical that it provides key insights into 
the kind of demons that haunt this terrorist artist. 

“Family Portrait” graphically describes Coleman's memory 
of his father's illness, skin cancer. But the various repulsive af- 
fictions of the flesh which infect Coleman's characters also 
seem to reflect a deeper sickness of the human soul. The 
physical cancer which mutiates so many bodies is only part of 
the larger degeneration of our entire civilization. The alienation, 
Coleman feels is-a belief that this cultural illness is a post 
evolutionary development that we must mutate with, or face as 
4 possible source of our extinction. 

"Portrait of Professor Mombooz0o" is Coleman's self-portrait 
of his stagelfreak-show identity. This work's personal 
references include a banner of incantations he matters while in ” 
his performance trance state, a fish coming out of his fly (the ; 
position in which he was arrested while making a film), rats in by Carlo McCormick 
his outstretched hands (whose heads he bites off during peformances), an eruption out of his shoulder which refers to 
his theories of mutilation, scars from the firecrackers he explodes against his flesh as part of his live show, and an in- 
tricate background maze of icons illustrating his many private, inner demons. The small portrait of Copper John is Cole- 
man's tribute to the infamous mass murderer, a.k.a. Carl Panzeram, who was considered one of the most shockingly 
misanthropic villains ever (he was hung in the '30s). Coleman identifies with Copper John as both the victim and the

ears ago, in the coastal 

mountains of southern 

California, used to go 

on survival camp-outs. 
My campsite was about 25 miles 
southeast of Escondito Canyon, 
up an unnamed creek where the 
mountains blended into the high 
desert. The nearest town was a 
couple of ridges over, 12/2 miles 
to the north, a small one-horse 
town named Acton. Since the 
stream wasn’t under any regular 
flight paths, aircraft were a rare 
sight. After the hypertensive 
struggle of operating a hot food 
catering truck in the rat race of 
L.A,, the silence was very 
profound, almost spooky. The 
campsite was, by choice, very 
primitive, having only a small 
cooking fire and an Apache-style 
wickiup for shelter.

Being a semishy country boy, 
I'd been forced to make several 
attitude adjustments—like living 
on amphetamines—in order to 
successfully survive in the highly 
competitive catering business. 
Although I managed to make a 
very comfortable living, after the 
expenses of the truck and route 
leases, of supplies, and of the 
wages of the cooks I employed, I 
found it necessary to go ona 
“survival camp-out” to relieve 
stress every three or four months 

Perhaps “survival camp-out” 
isn’t the proper term for those. 
retreats since I always brought 
along plenty of rations, even 
though I rarely ate them. I 
suppose the “survival” part came 
from the fact that I often ate only 
what the earth provided in the 
area, and from the stress-relieving

doses of solitude I found there. It 
was, at the time, a great blessing 
to be able to get away for a week 
or two to regroup and soothe my 
spirit. I’d always cherished any 
chance to commune with nature, 
so lam particularly fond of 
memories like this one. 

A friend of mine, a burly, shell- 
shocked Vietnam veteran named 
Roberto, first introduced me to 
the area. He liked to hunt rabbits 
and lizards in a spot he called 
simply “Hill 102.” His idea of 
“hunting” was to get all smoked 
out and walk through a desolate 
area, shooting anything that 
moved. Hill 102 was about eight 
miles from where I was to build 
my campsite. Roberto, who had 
been an explosives expert in the 
Army, was well known for using a

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22 caliber rifle to shoot pigeons 
out of the palm trees around our 
suburban homes. He also had an 
annoying habit of setting small 
explosive charges around his 
neighbors’ houses. I often fell 
victim to minute explosions 
when trying to open my garage 
door, or sitting down on my toilet. 
(Life can be very interesting when 
your next door neighbor is 
slightly psychotic.) 


bout a month after our 

little hunting 

expedition, I returned 

to Hill 102 in order to 
scout the region fora suitable 
campsite. I pulled my Chevy off 
the forestry access road and 
concealed it with brush to protect 
it from vandalism, as I planned to 
wander out of ear shot. After 
shouldering my backpack and 
donning a small .32 caliber 
automatic pistol for protection 
against two-legged predators, I set 
off uphill, following a small river. 
The wide, fast-running torrent 
flowed down a draw filled with 
cottonwood trees and raspberry 
bushes. There were wild 
strawberries covering the slopes 
of the ravine. At the top of the 
draw they blended into the thick 
sagebrush choking the mountain 
side. 

A couple of miles up the 
mountain the watercourse 
branched into two slightly more 
complacent tributaries. When 
given a choice, most people will 
invariably follow a trail on their 
dominant side. Being right- 
handed, I had kept to the right 
side of the cascade. It was easiest 
now for me to continue up the 
right-hand fork of the stream. 
Another hour of laborious hiking 
brought me to yet another 
bifurcation; again, I followed the 
nearest branch, which by now had 
become a rather sedate little 
creek. Three more hours through 
the rugged terrain brought me to 
the clear, fresh springs that were 
the headwaters of the rill on the 
back side of the mountain. 
Having passed several prospective 
campsites, I backtracked 
downstream to what I considered 
the most suitable one. 

The campsite I chose was ideal 
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for what I had in mind. As I 
rounded a bend in the creek, I saw 
a flat, grassy meadow thirty feet 
across and eight feet above the 
water. It was surrounded by pine 
trees that thinned into sagebrush 
as the terrain rose to the ridge 
lines 100 feet above. Wild 
strawberries grew along the 
creekbank and around the 
meadow, with raspberries on the 
far shore. There was a deep pool 
in the stream, seven feet across, 
five feet deep, and full of trout 
Overall, the ravine was probably 
50 feet across, so the camp was 
well protected from strong winds. 
Several old cottonwoods shaded 
the brook both upstream and 
down. 

I started setting up my pup tent 
after having had a good look 
around the immediate area. Five 
minutes later, the real work 
began. I cut some green pine 
limbs to start the superstructure 
of the wickiup. Only four feet 
high and ten feet across the floor 
on the inside, it would look for all 
the world as if it had grown there. 
After an hour the frame was, 
completed and it was time to 
apply a layer of pine boughs and 
cottonwood leaves. At this point I 
noticed that the sun was nearing 
the ridge to the west and I decided 
it was time to build the fire pit 
and start dinner instead. 

As I sat drinking my coffee and 
toking some Cambodian weed by 
the fire, watching the stream flow 
by in the moonlight, it occurred 
to me that since I intended to 
make a permanent campsite here, 
Ishould build a small dam at the 
downstream end of the pond. I 
picked a tentative location for a 
slit trench, to be used as a sanitary 
facility. 


he next morning! 
shared my breakfast of 
left-over rice with a 
small covey of fat 
mountain quail as I pondered the 
many hours of work that lay 
ahead. I lit the roach from the 
night before and thought, first on 
the agenda was to add a layer of 
pine needles and leaves to the 
wickiup, followed by some 
vigorous mixing of mud. Using a 
small hand axe, the pine boughs 


continued over 
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were easily cut, but getting them 
to stay on the dome-shaped frame 
was another matter entirely. I 
wound up using more of the one- 
eighth-inch nylon cord that I'd 
packed along to lash the frame 
together. (I’d brought 300 feet of 
it, just in case.) Once I’d finished 
that task, I piled three or four 
inches of loose pine needles and 
leaves all over the structure. Now 
it was time to mix and apply the 
mud. The mud is optional, since 
it requires a fair amount of water, 
but it greatly improves the 
wickiup’s ability to withstand 
heavy rains. Two hours later, the 
little dome had a brand new, six- 
inch-deep coat of mud with leaves 
and gravel mixed in it. It was time 
now to let the sun bake the mud 
into something akin to adobe or 
concrete. 

It didn’t take long to build a 
latrine facility. The waterproof 
toilet paper holder was made from 
slabs of cottonwood. Then, since 
it was warm, I decided to builda 
dam. I shucked my clothing, 
except my jungle boots, and 
waded into the pond to start 
hauling rocks off the bottom. 
Although there were plenty of 
rocks that were more accessible, 
my plan was to remove the ones 
from the pond, so as to make it 
deeper. The cold water was 
invigorating and the work went 
quickly. In less than an hour, I had 
a wall across the creek bed two- 
and-a-half feet high and three feet 
wide. However, because of the 
large holes between the rocks, the 
water level hadn’t changed 
noticeably. I used my army 
surplus entrenching tool, known 
as an E-tool but called a shovel by 
civilians, to scoop up gravel and 
pour it into the gaps in the dam. 
This proved to me more work 
than moving the rocks, perhaps 
because I was no longer bobbing 
underwater constantly. Either 
way, I worked up a heavy sweat as 
the water level rose slowly, 
making it necessary for me to 
move to the downstream side of 
the dam. Eventually I reached a 
point where most of the stream’s 
flow was going over the top of my 
little dam. The pond had grown to 
twelve feet across and nine or ten 
feet deep. After a short dip to 
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Two hours 
later, the 
wickiup had 
a six-inch 
coat of mud 
with leaves 
and gravel 
mixed in. 


wash off the sweat, I dressed and 
set off to explore the area. 

Fifty yards upstream I 
discovered a large, grassy delta 
left over from a flood years before. 
It was surrounded by oleander 
bushes and old driftwood. I had 
almost decided to put my camp- 
site there because of the size of 
the spot, but I thought, where it’s 
flooded once, it may flood again. 
It was, however, a perfect place for 
a wild garden of onions, carrots, 
radishes, squash, and of course, 
some Cambodian and Vietnamese 
pot. These plants require little or 
no care after they’re planted and 
tend to regrow every year. The 
garden would be a project for my 
next vacation. I would probably 
spend some time on soil 
preparation, if I could find an 
opportunity during this trip. 

Halfway between the delta and 
my campsite, at the bend in the 
creek, the current had gouged 
another deep pool and a small 
underwater cave. Looking closely, 
Isaw some young trout in it. I 
noticed that the stream was 
pretty shallow between the two 
pools and thought I should 
excavate a deeper channel for the 
fish to swim back and forth; after 
all, they might care for being in 
the lower pond when I bathed. It 
didn’t take long to move enough 
rocks so that there was a three-by- 
three foot channel connecting the 


pools. Because of the swift 
current, this also made a very nice 
water chute for me to fool around 
in. 


hen I'd finished and 

walked back to 

camp, the mud on 

the wickiup was dry 
and hard as a rock. It was time to 
start applying the final layer of 
dirt, sod, and sagebrush. It was 
necessary to start this layer at the 
bottom, so the dirt wouldn’t just 
slide off the dome. I piled moist 
dirt, two feet high and a foot 
thick, all the way around the 
wickiup and laid a strip of sod on 
it. After gentle tamping, the sod 
supports the strip of dirt piled on 
above it, right to the top. When 
done, it’s preferable to slosh 
liberally with water to pack the 
dirt and help the turf adhere. 
Tomorrow, it would be solid 
enough to climb on to planta 
couple of sagebushes. 

By the end of the day, the 
wickiup was completely dry, soI 
struck my tent and moved all my 
gear into the dome. I’d brought 
along an old army blanket to hang 
in the doorway, which faced away 
from the stream towards the 
hillside, 20 feet away. My camp- 
site was now almost complete. 

I built a fire pit between the 
wickiup and the hillside and 
placed the latrine behind a tree. 
From the creek, the entire camp- 
site looked natural and 
uninhabited. It was far better than 
I'd hoped for! 

That night a full moon rose 
over the ridge to the east and 
illuminated my little camp. I sat 
by the fire, listening to the 
cicadas and the hooting of an owl, 
thinking about how it would be 
an excellent night for a hit of 
mescaline and some female 
company. I had neither, so I 
retired to my sleeping bag for a 
deep sleep. 

I woke the next morning feeling 
both rested and sore. I shared my 
breakfast with the quail again, 
and made plans to build a pine- 
needle bed in the shelter. I also 
needed to write out a list of things 
I wanted to bring on my next trip 
here. 

The bed was no problem at all. I 
dug a rectangular hole the size of 


my sleeping bag and ten inches 
deep, then built a frame of 
cottonwood slabs to hold up the 
dirt on the sides. After that, it was 
very simple—just fill up the frame 
with pine needles and leaves, 
leaving a small mound 
lengthwise down the center, to 
compensate for compression of 
the bedding material. 

Downstream, I had seen some 
wild onions, mustard plants, and 
dandelions growing. These plants 
make an excellent salad, but first, 
it is necessary to rinse most of the 
“milk” from the dandelions as the 
thick, sticky fluid is mildly toxic. 
I decided to transplant some of 
these specimens and start my 
garden on this trip. Preparing the 
soil of the garden took most of the 
morning. When it was completed, 
I gathered the ingredients for 
what I call sweet-'n’-sour salad, a 
green leaf salad with onions and 
sweet berries in it. It’s quite tasty, 
although it does absolutely 
nothing to improve one’s sex 
appeal. 

After lunch and my noon toke, I 
set about digging up two sage- 
bushes to transfer to the top of my 
wickiup. Sagebrush is much 
easier to plant than dig up 
because of the tenacity of its root 
system. Eventually, after much 
heavy sweating and a couple of 
blisters, I had transplanted the 
bushes and soaked them with 
water. They would require two or 
three waterings a day for the 
duration of my stay, if they were 
to survive the shock of moving. 
My wickiup was now complete. 

Ispent the rest of the afternoon 
swimming and floating down the 
water chute. Toward evening, as I 
cooked dinner, I saw a fork- 
horned, white-tailed deer half- 
way down the east ridge. It 
seemed he liked the smell of my 
cooking. He watched me 
watching him for 15 minutes, 
before gracefully loping over the 
ridge line. I ate my dinner of 
beans and rice with a special 
treat, some wild onions, which 
greatly enhanced the flavor. As I 
sat drinking my coffee and fired 
up a pipe by the fire, I pondered 
upon the curiosity displayed by 
the creatures in this obviously 
overhunted area. It seemed 
strange they would trust me, a

man, and come so near, when so 
many other men had been here 
before me dealing out death with 
guns. I wondered if my 
friendliness wouldn’t ultimately 
prove to be detrimental to the 
animals here. 


n the morning, as the quail 

and I ate my leftovers, the 

deer slowly stepped into the 

meadow, opposite of my 
sitting rock by the fire pit. I grew 
up ina family that hunts deer, sol 
knew from personal experience 
just how dangerous most wild 
animals could be when spooked 
by sudden movements or loud 
noises. I sat very still except for 
the slow, gentle movement of my 
arm as I continued to toss globs of 
rice to the quail. The buck 
wandered among the little birds 
and began eating the larger 
clumps of rice. Even though I was 
wearing my pistol, Ihad no desire 
to shoot this deer; | felt it would 
not only be a gross waste of meat, 
but more importantly, Ihad 
serious doubts that my small 
pistol would do more than wound 
him. 

Years before, I had attacked a 
wounded deer with my K-Bar, a 
Marine Corps survival knife, and 
had been gored by deer horns. I 
realized that he might become 
agitated when the food was gone, 
sol tossed a little more rice 


towards him and slowly eased 
around the wickiup, keeping a 
low profile. I finished my 
breakfast while watching the 
beautiful creature across the top 
of the dome.

Dear Ed, 

I'm alittle confused about what lights to 
use in my grow room and if different lights 
are recommended for different states of 
growth. Can you clarify?

Growers have a choice among three 
different kinds of artifical illumination: 
for their gardens. 

Fluorescent lights have been used 
by growers for decades. The lights are 
easy to obtain and set up but are often 
hard to manipulate In the garden. The 
tubes come in different spectrums. 
Combinations of cool white, warm 
white, deluxe cool white, and deluxe 
warm white are very effective because 
they emit a high percentage of light In 
the desired red and blue spectrums. 

The main problem that growers 
have with fluorescent: je from the 
Inconvenience of the large bank of 
lights required, Is that the garden does 
not always get enough light. VHO fluo- 
rescents, which use about three times 
the electricity as standards, emit 2/2 
times the light and are very bright. 
They can be spaced to make a much 
brighter garden than standards. An- 
other possibility Is TL fluor 
which emit 20% more light thar 
ards and have much thinner tubes. 
This makes spacing them closer more 
convenient. All fluorescents can be 
used from germination or cloning 
through flowering. 

Metal halide lamps are the white 
lights that are used to Illuminate out- 
door events. They are very efficient 
and can be used from cloning 
throughout the growing cycle. They 
xcellent lamps for seedlings and 


ssure sodium vapor (HPS) 
more efficient than MH 

lamps in useable light output. They 
can be used throughout the growing 
process from germination or cloning 
through flowering. However, plants 
seem to germinate and root better un- 
der bright fluorescents or MH lamps. 
After germination, plants grow faster 
under HPS than MH lamps. Some 
growers feel that HPS light promotes 
more vigorous flowering than MH 
lamps. This may be due to the higher 
total output of light emitted by the 
lamps rather than the difference in 
spectrum. Plants usually ripen a few 
days later under HPS than under MH 
lamps. 
Dear Ed, 

| was reading your column in the July 
"86 issue about someone in Yuma, Ar- 
izona, having trouble with plants in the 
hot summer sun. 

\ live in Apache, Arizona, and I've found 
that, rather than giving my plants direct 
sun jin the evening only, | can give them 
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partial sun all day by using a screen or 
shelter made of 1-inch wooden slats 
placed 2 inches apart. This gives your 
plants plenty of sun to grow yet just 
enough shade to prevent burning.

‘You know what the seeds’ mother was 
like, but not the father. Fifty percent of 
the seeds’ genetic material is the 
mother’s, so the new plant should be 
similar. There is a good chance that 
the seeds were the result of a stray 
male flower on the female plant. In that 
case some of the plants are likely to be 
hermaphrodites. 


Dear Ed, 

ln many articles people say that they 
crossed their best female with their best 
male. To tell a good female is easy, but 
what is the best way to find your best 
male?

Most growers look at different charac- 
teristics when choosing their males as 


compared with females. With females, 
growers can look at bud size and 
smoking characteristics. 

Growers sometimes judge males on 
their vigor, earliness, or growth pat- 
tern. Two other means of selecting 
males are checking the number of 
resin glands on the plants by using a 
photographer's loop or magnifying 
glass, and smoking the plant tops to 
select for relative flavor and potency.

There 
are several possibilities: 

Water coolers cool the air through 
the evaporation of water. These come 
in both vent and recirculation models. 
Large greenhouses use this method of 
cooling. One of the small sides of the 
greenhouse is covered with a capillary 
mat that holds water and allow 
through. It looks something

‘through the mat, and the Incoming air 
Is cooled as the water evaporates. 

In areas with low humidity, the air 
‘can be cooled by maintaining a con- 
‘stant flow of incoming air while spray- 
ing a fine mist of water, which quickly 
evaporates, cooling the air. 

Air conditioners can supply a grow 
room with a constant stream of cool 
alr. 

If the nights are significantly cooler 
than the days, switch the light cycles 
around so that heat is generated at the 
coolest times. 

Keep the ballast outside of the grow 
area. The ballast generates quite a bit 


of heat.

plant’s development. The term 
“growth regulator” encompasses not 
only naturally occurring plant hor- 
mones, but also the hundreds of syn- 
thetic organic compounds found 
today that can exert profound regula- 
tory effects on growth. 

It Is obviously advantageous for 
plants to grow at the maximum rate 
permitted by their environment. Sig- 
nals from the environment are transia- 
ted via the hormones into integrated 
growth responses exactly suited to 
that situation. Hormones regulate the 
process of responding to the environ- 
ment by allowing the decoding and 
translation of the proteins (enzymes) 
that Influence the organization of the 
internal chemistry of the cell and the 
Interaction among cells. 

Sex in cannabis is controlled by 
both genetics and the environment. 
The sex chromosomes carry informa- 
tion that predisposes the plant to be- 
come one sex or the other. The 

for the other sex Is still 
Present but Is repressed. We know 
this to be true; otherwise, we could not 
have the sex revertants and hermaph- 
rodites that seem to pop up out of no- 


The role of the environment can be 
summarized into a philosophical line 
of scientific thinking called the “favor- 
able environment” theory. When con- 
ditions are favorable for the plants, 
more females are formed rtion- 
ately In order to Insure a population 
boom in that area. Fewer males are 
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formed since less pollen is needed to 
maintain a high survival rate. When 
conditions are harsh, more males are 
formed since more pollen is needed to 
Insure the current female population 
Is fertilized. Also, more pollen can be 
scattered in the wind to reach outlying 
populations in more favorable areas. 
Have you ever noticed that your ear- 
lest and tallest plants are generally 
males? 

With that in mind, it stands to reason 
that good growing techniques by 
themselves will tend to promote the 
favorable dispostion of marijuana to- 
ward becoming female. However, 
there are times in the life cycle when 
the application of hormone (or growth 
regulator) knowledge can be used to 
our advantage. 


Auxins, cytokinins, and gibberellins 
are the principal growth-promoting 
hormones. Auxins promote rooting, 
leaf and fruit retention, and directional 
growth. Cytokinins promote active 
cell mitosis, lon transport, and 
general vigor. Auxins and cytokinins 
have, in general, been implicated in 
favoring feminization in cannal 
other plants. Giberellic acid 


most powerful growth promoter be- 
cause It increases internode spacing. 
GA also promotes flowering in a great 
many ornamental plants, but in canna- 
bis the flowering plants are invariably 

male. 
Numerous natural or synthetic 
jrowth-retard- 


cially. They not only affect the 
Iife-cycle stage they are intended to 


enhance, but often have direct impact 
upon the promotion of sex character- 
istics. 

At the seed level, Superthrive is an 
example of a soaking solution com- 
bining an auxin (naphthyl-acetic acid) 
and a coenzyme (vitamin B-1), both of 
which are vitally important to initial 
active growth. Sensa-Soak uses a cy- 
tokinin (6-BAP) to promote cell divi- 
sion and to promote the formation of 
female hormones from the very begin- 
ning. Herbal teas, aspirin, birth con- 
trol pills, willow water, and other 
mystic solutions that some people use 
undoubtably have precursors, ana- 
logues, or metabolites that mimic aux- 
ins or cytokins. Even without our help, 
however the new plantiet will synthe- 
size its own hormones to do things we 
take for granted. They influence the 
ability of the seed to point the growing 
root down and the vegetative tip sky- 
ward. 

For transplants and clones, the 
most familiar hormones are the auxins 
as rooting hormones. These are the 
most commonly available commi 
cially. They come in either liquid or 
powder—each has Its advocates— 
and include indole acetic acid (NAA) 
and indolebutyric acid (IBA). Dip 'n’ 
Grow, Hormodin, Hormex, Rootone, 
and Transplantone are examples of 
auxins as rooting hormones. Su- 
perthrive is used as a rooting com- 
pound and as a soil amendment. All of 
these auxin products have been impli- 
cated in promoting female plants, 
whether Indirectly by promoting the 
favorable environment, or directly by 
influencing the hormonal matrix regu- 
lating sex translation. 

In healthy juveniles, natural hor- 
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mones are synthesized. Cytokinins 
are manufactured for the overall 
health and ion transport. GA is synthe- 
sized for vigorous growing. Auxins 
migrate to the growing tips to aid in ac- 
tive cell division and elongation. 

if you manually manipulate your 
plants, you are toying with the hor- 
mones. If you pinch the growing tip, 
the auxins will no longer be concen- 
trated there but will migrate equally to 
the two new growing tips below the 
cut. Also, having removed the focal 
point for the auxins, more of it is avail- 
able to migrate to the side branches 
and increase the lateral branching. 
Bending your plants makes them react 
in analogous fashion. A side branch 
tipped up and down will react to the 
light (phototropism) and become a 
new growing tip. Auxins are mar- 
shalled into these new growing tips. 
The ones given the most light and with 
the highest concentration of auxins 
grow the swiftest. 

This all can be overdone, however. 
As the plant grows, it starts manufa 
turing floral hormanes in preparation 
for the time of flowering. If you prune 
too severely just before induction, it 
will take a while for the floral hor- 
mones to concentrate again. 

There are ways to chemically manip- 
ulate your plants’ sex characteristics 
in the vegetative phase, i.e., to predis- 
pose them to produce female hor- 
mones in preparation for flowering. 
Some fertilizers, such as Eco, include 
minute amounts of all the auxins to 
promote better general health and vi- 
gor. Theoretically, auxin sprays might 
enhance feminization. Different con- 
centrations of NAA solutions are used 
inthe olive industry, where one is used 


to prevent fruit drop and the other to 
prevent fruit from forming. It is un- 
known whether they work on cannabis 
in concentrations found. Research 
tests involving miscellaneous foliar 
cytokinin sprays appear promising 
but are not readily available yet. | once 
made a product called Bud Butter, 
which was NAA and IAA in lanolin ap- 
plied with a cotton swab. Sometimes 
flowering was phenomenal, yet at 
other times, the plant mutated and the 
flowering response was nil. 

As with the majority of hormone 
products, considerable research and 
replication must be done to find a 
product that works in all environmen- 
tal conditions and for different strains 

Perhaps the best and most consis- 
tent flower-promoting products avail- 
able are the growth retardants. Their 
virtue Is In reducing the internodal 
length and therefore the total height of 
the plants. This Is important to you for 
iment or efficiency in growing 
‘he plant’s reward is elimina- 
asted energy in vertical 
growth and sturdier stalks to survive 
wind, rain, and heavy blossoms. 
Energy is channeled into better lateral 
growth and producing bigger, fuller 
buds that tend to flower earlier. Fur- 
thermore, there is a marked tendency 
to promote more females since these 
products are generally antigibberel- 
lins. As mentioned, GA promotes 
maleness in cannabis; the growth re- 
tardants inhibit the precursors to GA 
formation within the plant. 
umber of growth 
rallable commercially. 
Among the ones you may have en- 
countered are A-Rest (ancymidol), 
Atrinal (dikegulac), Bonzai (paclobu- 


trazol), and Cycocel (chlormequat). 
None of these have been proven safe 
for use with consumable products and 
are only safe for ornamentals such as 
azaleas, chrysanthemums, etc. 

The diaminozide family of growth 
retardants includes B-9, Kylar, SADH, 
Alar, and Power Bloom. The last two 
are the only ones proven to be safe for 
use with edibles. In fact, one would 
have to ingest nearly one pound of the 
powder or over an acre of marijuana 
all at once to get sick from diamino- 
zide. Power Bloom also contains NAA 
and has been proven effective and 
safe for use with cannabis. 


The flowering process is quite com- 
plicated biologically and blochemi- 
cally, and Is still not fully understood. 
‘Space restraints here prohibit even at- 
tempting an explanation. 

Suffice to say that the photoperiod 
response, l.e., light versus dark re- 
gimes, Is registered in the leaves by a 
pigment called phytochrome. The or- 
der to start flowering is then trans- 
ported via some unknown hormonal 
messengers to the terminal buds. 

There are numerous ways we can 
take advantage of our knowledge of 
hormones in the flowering process. 
One Is in the choice of lights. Metal 
halides provide the balanced spec- 
trum necessary for vegetative growth. 
Shortening the photoperiod by itself 
will trigger flowering. But for more in- 
tense flowering, adding sodium lamps. 
or tungsten halogens Is preferred be- 
cause these emit much more far-red 
light. This drives the phytochrome

All day, Colombian 
growers visited him with samples. | 
learned differences in taste, color, 
and freshness. 

In the afternoon the family left 
for the river banks for a delicious, 
civilized bath. At first | worried ~ 
about crocodiles and snakes, but 
was reassured by the sight of 
hundreds of people in the river. I 


‘swam out to the center and dove 20 
feet into the icy darkness. 

‘A few days later a jeep arrived 
and | was driven through a sloping, 
blind canyon to a cattle ranch 
outside Santa Marta. The ranch was 
populated by a herd of Brahmin 
longhorns damn near the size of 
elephants. The cows were fast, 
mean, and tough, and there was 
constant galloping and roping to 
keep these beasts in check. 

Since | had no papers or money, | 
was forced to remain on the ranch.

Ethylene Is a ga- 
seous hormone implicated In the flow- 
ering and ripening stages of nearly all 
fruits. Ethylene applied on cannabis 
when the plant Is changing over from 
Its vegetative to its flowering state will 
cause It to become female regardiess 
of Its gene structure. Ethylene is sold 
commercially as Ethryl, Florel, and 


Sensa-Spray. Sensa-Spray Is the only 
one fleld-tested for cannabis. 

Other gaseous growth regulators, 
oddly enough, Include acetylene and 
carbon monoxide. Both promote flow- 
ering when used In minute concentra- 
tlons. Acetylene, which is almost 


ind water. Pineapple growers 
In Hawall used to place pellets of cal- 
clum carbide in the recesses of the 
plants in order to Induce flowering and 
fruit formation regardless of the sea- 
son. 

‘An atmosphere of one percent CO 
has been shown to change the sex ex- 
pression of genetically male cannabis 
plants, resulting In intersexu: d 
pure female flowers. The Interesting 
point here Is that carbon monoxide 
‘and carbon dioxide are biochemical 
competitors. if It Is logical to assume 
that since CO promotes female flow- 
ers, and CO, antagonizes the action of 
CO, the rewards of increased levels of 
CO, during the maturation cycle may 
be dublous. Higher levels of CO, dur- 
Ing active vegetative growth and pho- 
tosynthesis have been proven to be 
beneficial. However, when the thrust 
of the plant Is directed towards creat- 
Ing full flowers, not active carbon ac- 
quisition for growth, perhaps much 
less CO, during blooming would be 
recommended. Experiment for your- 
self. 

Please do not hook up your car ex- 
haust pipe or welder’s tank to your 
growing room since CO and acetylene 
are both highly flammable and deadly 
itused Improperly.

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Dear Ed, 

Ihave a six-week-old female seedling 
that | started in my window greenhouse. 
The seed | used was Dutch Purple Skunk 
#1. This plant is in full bloom but is only 
18" tall. The plant was started with 25 oth- 
ers from the same seed and is the only 
one blooming. Itseems to form flowers as. 
fast as it forms leaves, and it is growing 
rapidly. The terminal bud cluster is almost 
2 inches long. The internodal flower buds 
are of proportionate length. Is this un- 
usual? What is causing it? 

On the subject of groundhog control: 
Trapping supply stores sell bottled fox 
and coyote urine to use as trap sets. Mak- 
ing afew scent posts around your garden 
discourages pets. Red fox and coyote 
urine work better than gray fox urine in my 
area. Trapping supply companies adver- 
tise in outdoor magazines such as Fur- 
Fish-Game magazine.

The variety you mentioned was sold 
by a commercial seed house. Appar- 
ently, this female seed was not of the 
same stock as the others. Elther the fe- 
male flower was pollinated by a male 
with the ruderalis flowering character- 
Istic, or a seed with that characteristic 
was inadvertantly placed in the seed 
packet. 


Dear Ed, 

Iwas told that the only oxygen a plant 
uses is absorbed by the roots. Would in- 
creased oxygen make a difference to the 
roots? Can oxygen be introduced into the 
water using an aquarium pump?

Oxygen is absorbed through the roots, 
which use it for their metabolism at all 
times. The leaves also absorb oxygen 
through their pores, primarily during 
the night cycle. At that time, some of 
the sugars used by the plants are 
“burned” by the plant in a reaction that 
uses sugar and oxygen, and releases 
CO, and water. 

Increased oxygen in the water may 
help the roots, especially if they are 
‘oxygen-deprived or starved. This is 
most likely in a very moist or wet envi- 
ronment. Any smeil of ammonia or rot 
in the water or medium indicates a 
lack of oxygen. An aquarium pump, 
which sends a stream of bubbles 
through the water, oxygenates it in two 
ways. First, the water absorbs oxygen 
from the stream of bubbles, and sec- 
ondly, It sets the water In motion, in- 
creasing the total surface area in 
contact with the alr.

Dear Ed, 

Which would be better, two 1000-watt 
MH lamps and one 1000-watt HPS lamp 
mounted on a light transporter, or five 
400-watt MH and four 400-watt HPS per- 
manently mounted? 

‘Also, which are more effective, verti- 
cally or horizontally mounted lamps?

Lamp transporters move high wattage 
lamps (usually 1000 watts) over a 
given path so that each part of a gar- 
den gets the same amount of light. 
Permanently mounted lamps, (usually 
400 watts) are spaced at even intervals 
onthe celling. 

The angle of light of a single moving 
lamp Is constantly changing, so that 
most plant parts are shaded at times 
and directly lit at times. With three 
lamps mounted on a transporter, light 
Is coming from several directions, and 
most plant parts are lit by at least one 
lamp at any time. 


Dear Ed, 

Recently, | was reading about the an- 
cient history of indica plants. | was sur- 
prised to read that workers at one time 
Used to put on aprons and walk through 
fields of herb and brush up against the 
plants to collect resin. 

My question is: Is there any process 
that allows one to remove the resin from 
the plant before harvesting without affect- 
ing the THC content for the smoking end- 
user?

In the Himalayan mountain coun- 
trles—Nepal, Tibet, and Bhutan—the 
marijuana plants are “rubbed” period- 
ically. The harvester gently rubs her or 
his hands together, with the plant’s 
leaves between. The resin collects on 
the hands and Is peeled off. 

Marijuana growers have speculated 
If, how, and when resin glands grow 
back when knocked off the leaves—re- 
search Is now being conducted. At the 
same time, some marijuana research- 
ers have speculated on how to remove 
the resin efficiently. Some of the pro- 
posals include: 

Ultrasonic sound to knock off the 
glands, and a vacuum to collect them. 

Teflon-coated brushes connected to 
avacuumllke device. 

Positively charging the plants by 
connecting them to an electrostatic 
generator and having the glands col- 
lect on a negatively charged sheet or 
net. One Idea Is to put the plants ona 
negative-ion generator collection 
plate to positively charge the plants.

The first room is using about 480 watts 
of fluorescent and probably 150 watts 
of incandescent lights for a total of 630 
watts. 

Your bud room uses 320 watts of flu- 
crescent and 150 watts of incandes- 
cent for a total of 470 watts. 

Inthe firstroom | would use your flu- 
orescents mounted on a shelf for the 
first month of growth or for cloning 
until the plants are about a foot high. 
After that, if you are growing 3 to 5 foot 
plants, | would switch over to a 400- 
watt HPS lamp, even though the lamp 
might seem more expensive. If you 
add up the difference in efficiency be- 
tween HPS, fluorescent tubes, and in- 
candescent lamps, you will find that 
the HPS lamps actually cost less 
money over the fong run. If you are 
growing smaller budding plants, you 
might think of crnverting the entire 
grow area to shelved units, using only 
fluorescent tubes. These lamps 
should remain only a few inches from 
the tops of the plants. At the very least, 
| would replace the “Grow & Show” 
lamps with a 150-watt HPS. 

In the second room, | would also re- 
place the incandescent with a 150-watt 
HPS lamp, or better yet, all the lamps 
with a 400-watt HPS, 


Dear Ed, 

If | trimmed all the leaves off my plants 
about a month before harvesting would 
this cause all the resin to go into the buds 
and make them more potent? Would it af- 
fect my plants negatively?

The plants’ leaves are little sugar fac- 
tories. Using the energy from light, 
they take water (H,0) and carbon diox- 
Ide, and through the process of photo- 
synthesis, make sugars. Removing a 
productive leaf from the plant ellmi- 
nates one of the factories that make its 
basic bullding blocks. Stripping a 
plant of its leaves slows growth be- 
cause the plant does not have surplus 


‘sugars to convert to cellulose and 
other material 

Try this experiment: Find a plant 
with two actively growing side shoots. 
Make sure they get equal amounts of 
light. Then remove the large sunleat 
from the joint where one sideshoot is 
emerging. See which one grows 
faster. 

THC, the psychoactive ingredient in 
marijuana, is secreted by cells and 
then Is stored in glands that sit atop 
the leaf. When these glands fill up with 
resin, they sparkle in bright light. The 
THC is not transported to the buds 
from another part of the plant, how- 
ever; it is made at the site. Removing 
the leaves, especially the small ones 
near the buds, eliminates areas that 
could be covered with these glands. 


Dear Ed, 

| recently took four healthy cuttings 
from a flowering female. They look real 
good, and are of the indica variety. The 
problem is that they are flowering prema- 
turely (the week after being trans- 
planted into a hydroponic unit). Ihave the 
photoperiod at 18 hours of light. If they 
weren't so small (5 inches) | might con- 
sider cutting it to 12 hours and letting 
them flower. 

Should | start again from scratch or will 
they revert back to vegetative growth; if 
the latter, how long will this take? They 
are under a 400-watt super MH.

The cuttings will revert back to vegeta- 
tive cycle growth. The quickest way to 
get them to do this Is to put them on 
continuous light. Only when the 
plants are ready to flower need the 
light cycle be shortened. 

It should take 2 - 3 weeks for the cut- 
tings to revert.

Can | change the spectrum of a MH 
lamp using colored glass?

No. The colored glass just filters out 
the other spectrums of light.

My question now is: is there a risk that 
my plants have absorbed radioactive 
substances from the outdoor soil? Is 
there a risk that | might absorb radioactiv- 
ity by smoking my crop?

The plants are contaminated with am- 
bient radioactivity, just like the other 
leafy crops were ail over Europe. How 
much radioactivity might be a ab- 
sorbed depends on the level of con- 
tamination. Whatever warnings apply 
he any edible crop also apply to mari- 
juana. 


Dear Ed, 

Ihave read that seeds planted immedi- 
ately after being harvested will produce 
sickly plants, and that a 60- to 90-day 
waiting period is recommended. Is this 
true?

You have been reading another mar- 
ijuana myth. There is absolutely no 
truth to that statement. Marijuana 
seeds can be planted as soon as they 
are ripe.

Instead of building walls for my grow 
room, | want to know how white sheets or 
white styrofoam would act as a reflec- 
tor. | am growing in an attic, where ev- 
ery inch of room counts. Sheets and 
styrofoam are easy to move out of the 
way while | tend to my babies.

Styrofoam Is very good. It Is highly re- 
flective, and disperses the light well. 
White sheets will not work as well be- 
cause too much of the light is ab- 
sorbed or passes through. Other 
moveable reflective materials include 
white polyethyline plastic, mylar alu- 
minum foil, and cardboard painted flat 
white. 


Dear Ed, 

This year I've added an extension to 
where | have been growing dope for the 
past four years. However, when | set out 
the plants, | noticed the soil looked poor. 
Now that the plants have been in the 
ground fora month, is.it possible to arnend 
the soil with anew mixture without damag- 
ing the roots? | am thinking of adding a 
mixture of composted manure, old potting 
soil, and 100-10 fertilizer.

It would be best not to disturb the soil 
now. However, nutrients can be added 
using soluble fertilizer, and com- 
posted organic mulches would help 
build up the soll and supply nutrients 
to the plants.

WHAT SHOULD | EXPECT AT 
THE GRAND JURY? 


Adapted from an article by The 
National Lawyers Guild 


(Part 2) 


@ What should I expect at the 
Grand Jury? 

No one can tell you exactly what to ex- 
pect at your date with the Grand Jury. 
However, your lawyer can tell you what 
the basic procedure will be. 

Adequate preparation consists of 
learning what to expect procedurally, de- 
veloping an understanding of the larger 
political context of the event, and ena- 
bling you to feel, to the maximum extent 
possible, the presence and support of 
counsel and friends despite physical iso- 
lation in the grand jury room. 

You should anticipate harassing and 
intimidating tactics on the part of the U.S. 
Attorney. Sometimes witnesses who 
seem calm and confident before the ap- 
pearance become totally flustered when 
they are subjected to such harassment. 
At other times witnesses become so in- 
timidated that they leave the grand jury 
room in tears. Prepare yourself emo- 
tionally for this ordeal. 

Hf your attorney has not offered you in- 
formation, ask for it!!! Your attorney may 
not have some information that other wit- 
nesses. may have. For example: How 
many people will be in the room? Do you/ 
can you write down questions? Do you/ 
can you read from a card? Where is the 
bathroom? 


@ What will be asked? 

You will be asked your name, your ad- 
dress, and any questions the U.S. Attor- 
ney may deem relevant to the nature of 
the investigation in issue. However, the 
U.S. Attorney can ask anything at all. 
THIS DOES NOT MEAN YOU ARE RE- 
QUIRED TO ANSWER THOSE OR ANY 
QUESTIONS PUT TO YOU! 

@ it Is critical that you ask your at- 
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torney questions and keep asking 
those questions until you get a re- 
sponse that you are comfortable with 
and understand. 

Do not misunderstand the message 
here. Your lawyer cannot tell you what 
to answer or how to answer a question. 
The lawyer can only advise you of the 
possible legal ramifications of an an- 
‘swerand what, if any, rights areaffected. 
You must decide whether to assert or 
to waive those rights. Remember, your 
constitutional rights are only effective 
if you assert them. In other words, you 
can be deemed to walve them if you 
don't assert them. You have the rightto 
leave the room and consult with your 
attorney as each and every question is 
posed to you. 

@ Example: John Smith arrives at 
the courthouse at the time and place 
scheduled on his subpoena. He is called 
into the grand jury room, sworn in, and is 
asked: 

‘What is your name?” 
‘John Smith” 


consult with my attor- 
ney.” 

John Smith can then get up and walk 
out of the grand jury room (at times even 
over the objections of the U.S. Attorney 
and the Grand Jury) and recite exactly 
what the question was to his attorney. His 
attorney can then legally advise him of: 

A. Legal ramifications of the question 
and the answer John Smith anticipates 
giving. 

B. Constitutional rights John Smith 
can assert—for example, the Fifth 
Amendment. 


Testimonial priviteges whicn may 
be in issue (spousal privileges, attorney/ 
client privileges, doctor/patient privi- 


). 

There are many, many issues which 
may and must be examined here, and 
those issues certainly are not limited to 
‘the above. You must ask your attorney 
what your rights are, how to assert them: 
(if that is your decision), and what are the 
consequences of asserting them. 


eo“ courts do not permit 
the attorney to go into the grand jury 
room with the witness, it !s the practice 
of experienced lawyers to wait outside 
the grand jury room (usually in the an- 
teroom or witness-room) and to have 
their client come out to consult with 
them after each question. This is pro- 
bably the most valuable function the 
attorney can perform during the pro- 
ceedings. The attorney should do this 
at every stage in the proceedings when 
questioned (before immunity, after im- 
munity, after the contempt hearing). 

“The consultation is necessary for 
the attorney and you to prepare a 
staternent of appropriate grounds for 
refusing to testify, or to prepare re- 
sponses if he/she is testifying. It has 
been a repeated and unfortunate expe- 
rience that when witnesses do not 
consult with their attorney they be- 
come flustered and browbeaten by the 
prosecutor's questioning. Often they 
end up volunteering information 
which was not requested, misunder- 
standing questions, and giving mista- 
ken or otherwise inappropriate 
responses, or walving rights and privi- 
leges.” 


@ Can take notes? 

Generally, yes. Ask your lawyer. 

To summarize, and as a basic survival 
list, be aware of the following: 

1. Know your lawyer, ask questions, 
and keep asking until you understand. 
Don't feel stupid, intimidated, or afraid. 
The only stupid question is the one not 
asked. 

2. Educate yourself (with the help of 
your lawyer) as to your Fifth Amendment 
rights, testimonial privileges, and formal 
procedures for asserting your rights and 
privileges. 

3. Tell the truth! Do not ever, under any 
circumstances, lie to the Grand Jury. Do 
not make things up, speculate, guess, or 
presume. If circumstances call for you to

For four years civi- 
lians. followed their exploits with a 
grisly enthusiasm that didn't stop with 
their deaths. Not short on pride, Bon- 
nle and Clyde refused to be taken alive 
and when they were finally ambushed 
(187 bullet holes between them), sou- 
venir hunters rallied around the death 
car with scissors eager for a piece of 
Clyde's ear. Had Arthur Penn stuck to

real life as the movie couple. BONNIE 
AND CLYDE: MYTH OR MADNESS 
is an attempt to give us the facts, al- 
though director Larry Buchanan's pri- 
mary objective was to make a few fast 
bucks.

BONNIE AND CLYDE in 1968.) Their

testify (for example, you've been given 
immunity and/or discussed an answer 
completely with your lawyer), then tell the 
truth. But remember, the truth is only what 
you have an independent, specific recol- 
lection of, not a presumption or guess. 
‘Ask your lawyer to advise you. 

4. If you've been offered immunity to 
testify, demand to see it in writing. Find 
out if it's transactional or use immunity 
(ask your lawyer to explain the differenc- 
es in detail). 

‘5. Remember that even if you've been 
granted immunity, never lie, speculate, 
guess, or presume. Even under a grant of 
immunity a witness is subject to the 
charge of perjury. 

6. You have constitutional, statutory, 
and common law rights in play from the 
moment you are considered a potential 
witness. Even if granted immunity some 
highly technical legal rights must be con- 
sidered. For example: 

@ Prohibition against use or disclosure 
of information obtained from illegal elec- 
tronic surveillance. 

@ Violation of First Amendment free- 
doms. 

@ Marital privilege and other privileges 
(for example, doctor/patient). 

Questions calling for an opinion. 
Complex or “double” questions. 
@ Prejudicial questions. 
@ Attorney/client privilege. 

Know your rights! 


“Lawyers as well as clients need to 
remember that investigators obtain 
most of their information from people 
who are ignorant of their rights. Some 
of the most infamous abuses of the 
grand jury process have occurred after 
a well-meaning citizen cooperates to 
the point of feeling harassed by inves- 
tigators. By the time the witness de- 
cides to assert his or her rights, most 
of the damage has been done—and in- 
vestigators have learned a great deal 
about the witness, his or her psycho- 
logical make-up, and vuinerabilities.” 

@ Can | talk about what hap- 
pened and what was asked? 

Yes! The rules regarding secrecy only 
apply to the Grand Jury itself and not to 
the witness. If it is your choice to freely 
and voluntarily discuss your appearance 
with anyone, that is your right. 

The rule on Grand Jury Secrecy was 
codified by the Federal Rules of Criminal 
Procedure: 

“A grand juror, an interpreter, a 
stenographer, an operator of a record- 
ing device, a typist who transcribes re- 
corded testimony, an attorney for the 
government, or any person to whom 
disclosure is made under paragraph 
(3)(A)(Il) of this subdivision shall not

disclose matters occurring before the 
grand jury, except as otherwise pro- 
vided for in this rule. No obligation of 
secrecy may be imposed on any per- 
son except in accordance with this 
rule. A knowing violation of Rule 6 may 
be punished as a contempt of court.” 

This obligation of secrecy DOES NOT 
APPLY TO THE WITNESS!!! Many U.S. 
courts, including the U.S. Supreme 
Court, have specifically addressed this 
issue and have consistently maintained 
that an imposition of secrecy on a grand 
jury witness is improper conduct by the 
U.S. Attorney's Office. [See United 
States v. Sells Engineering, 463 U.S. 
418 (1983); In re Investigation Before 
April 1975 Grand Jury, 531 F.2d 600, 
606-07 n.11 (D.C. Cir. 1976); Inre Grand 
Jury Subpoena Duces Tecum, 574 F. 
Supp. 85 (S.D.N.Y. 1983); In re John 
Doe Grand Jury Proceedings, 537 F. 
Supp. 1038 (D.R.I. 1982); Matter of 
Ferris, 512 F, Supp. 91 (D. Nev. 1981); In 
re Russo, 53 F.R.D. 564, 571 (C.D. Cal. 
1971).] 

If you've appeared before the Grand 
Jury, and the U.S. Attorney or any person 
associated with the U.S. Attorney's Office 
has threatened you, required you, or oth- 
erwise informed you that you must keep 
the testimony secret, itis a clear violation 
of FRCR Rule 6(e)(2) and improper con- 
duct by the government's attorney. TELL 
YOUR ATTORNEY AND PURSUE A 
CONTEMPT VIOLATION AGAINST THE 
PARTY WHO VIOLATED THE RULE. 

The defense group must decide the ex- 
tent to which, and when, the questions 
posed and answers given in the grand 
jury room should be revealed to other 
persons or to the press. Where other peo- 
ple are the subjects of the grand jury's 
questions, the group will have to decide 
how to inform them that their names have 
been mentioned. This should be handled 
by the attorneys or other people under 
their direction, in an attempt to bring such 
communications within the attorney/ 
client privilege. Prosecutors have been 
known to warn witnesses not to reveal 
such information. 

Finally, television tactics (.e., Detec- 
tive Kojack, et al.) are really used! Re- 
member, investigators do attempt to 
intimidate and manipulate witnesses. If 
they are allowed to, they will harass fam- 
ily, friends, business associates, and 
neighbors. 

ay people may need to be re- 
minded that FBI agents are trained in- 
vestigators. Many are lawyers versed 
in cross-examination. Their job is to 
obtain information, evidence, and 
leads. They may be polite, persistent, 
rude, or charming. Often two (usually 
male) agents visit a single prospective

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witness, each playing a role that con- 
trasts sharply to that of his compan- 
ion. One agent is stern and menacing, 
the other friendly and reassuring. One 
agent may insinuate that “if you have 
Nothing to hide, you'd talk to us,” 
while the other feigns insult at not be- 
ing invited in for a chat. One may 
threaten the witness with the grand 
jury, a subpoena, or jail, while the 
other promises that as long as the wit- 
ness cooperates, no harm can come. 
They may ask only that the client look 
at pictures, and promise to leave the 
client alone if he or she just cooper- 
ates for a few minutes. They may 
threaten to talk to the client's work su- 
pervisor or parents, and to inform 
them of the client’s noncooperation in 
what they will most certainly assert is 
a most serious investigation. 

Stay calm and contact your attorney. 

“Ifa witness has been frequently vis- 
ited, followed, photographed, or ques- 
tioned, the attorney should lodge a 
‘complaint, memorialized in writing, to the 
U.S. Attorney. The names of the investi- 
gators should be provided, if possible. 
The U.S, Attorney should be instructed to 
advise the investigators that they are not 
to contact the client other than through 
the attorney, and that violation of this 
practice may result in litigation against 
the agents and the U.S. Attorney.” 

Do not let intimidating and manipulat- 
ing tactics by the investigators and/or the 
U.S. Attorney drive a wedge between and 
raise suspicion among you and the others 
in your life. Know your rights and be in- 
formed. 

Only an experienced Grand Jury attor- 
ney can adequately inform you of the 
consequences of the above. 

@ I've been “given” immunity 
what happens now? 

A person subpoenaed to appear and 
testify before the Grand Jury has an ab- 
solute right to refuse to answer any ques- 
tion which may tend to incriminate him or 
her. Courts have consistently ruled in fa- 
vor of the witness's absolute right to uti- 
lize the Fifth Amendment privilege. When 
the witness then asserts the Fifth Amend- 
ment, any additional testimony or pro- 
ceedings are terminated. 

‘The government can then apply for im- 
munity (waiver of your right) for the wit- 
ness, and thus compel the witness to 
testify. 

It is misleading to call this a “grant” of 
immunity because a “grant” sounds like 
something the witness can elect to take 
or decline; it sounds like the government 
is giving you something. They are not. It 
is, in fact, a compulsory requirement so 
that the witness can no longer assert his

‘or her Fifth Amendment privilege. The 
truth is that the government has taken 
something away. 


@ The government has taken 
away my U.S. constitutional right 
to assert the Fifth Amendment; 
they call it a “grant of immunity”. 
‘What happens now? 

GET YOURSELF EDUCATED 
AND REMEMBER THE FOLLOW- 
IN 

@ The immunity “grant” only relates to 
the assertion of the Fifth Amendment. 
Thus, any and all of the witness's objec- 
tions on any other basis are still opera- 
tional. For example, a refusal to answer 
questions based on privileges such as 
marital, attorney/client, and First Amend- 
ment objections are still effective, as are 
refusals based on illegal electronic sur- 
veillances. 

Ask your attorney for an explanation, 
and remember, all the immunity order 
stops you from doing is refusing to an- 
swer a question on Fifth Amendment 
grounds. These are very sophisticated 
areas of the law so ask your attorney at 
each and every question to explain the 
consequences of every question and an- 
swer. There is no question the U.S. Attor- 
ney can ask you that you should answer 
without first consulting your lawyer. 


@ Immunity only “protects” the wit- 
ness from subsequent criminal prosecu- 
tion (and in a very limited sense), not civil 
(including tax) liability or, of course, per- 
jury. 

@ Courts invariably grant the U.S. At- 
torney's applications for immunity if the 
USS. Attorney follows basic: procedure. 
Thus, do not feel as if you've been singled 
out as an important government witness. 
Itis merely a standard procedure used by 
the U.S. Attorneys to operate their inves- 
tigations. 


@ It is misleading to say that the wit- 
ness is immunized from prosecution for 
criminal activity while testifying with im- 
munity. Since approximately 1974, the 
government has been substantially pre- 
cluded from providing transactional im- 
munity for the witness. The common 
practice has been to guarantee the wit- 
ness that no prosecution would occur for 
any transaction about which the witness 
testified. Today, however, the type of im- 
munity which is typically used is called 
use or derivative/use immunity. There- 
fore, the Government is free to prosecute 
the witness at any time as to all matters 
testified to in addition to all matters which 
are derived from that testimony. The Gov- 
ernment need only prove an independent 
source of evidence against the witness to 
proceed to prosecute on the matters tes- 
tified to. Ask your attorney for a more de- 
tailed account of these issues and 
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consult your attorney after each and ev- 
ery question 

Most persons do not want to be 
“granted” immunity for a variety of rea- 
sons. Some witnesses may fear collat- 
eral consequences from testifying. 
Others may fear that testimony may hurt 
themselves and/or others; some may not 
want to be placed in a situation where 
they feel like informers. Finally, some 
may express the view expressed by Sen- 
ator Edward M. Kennedy on March 13, 
1973, at a hearing before the House Judi- 
ciary Subcommittee on Grand Jury 
Abuses: 

“The nose of the U.S. Government 
has no business in the private life and 
views and political affiliations of its 
free citizens.” 

@ Can | get a transcript of the 
testimony I gave in the Grand 
Jury? 

Yes! In fact, it is very important to re- 
quest a transcript of your testimony for 
several reasons, the most important of 
which is to protect yourself from unknow- 
ingly making an inconsistent statement, 
and thus unwittingly committing perjury. 

Perjury charges need not arise solely 
out of an intentional false statement. An 
unintentionally inconsistent statement 
made because of fatigue, fear, specula- 
tion, misunderstanding the questions, 
pride, intimidation, or “outsmarting the 
questioner” can lead to perjury charges 
too. @
